HARRISON'S WAY OF PROMOT- 
ING INEFFICIENOY. 

A FLOOD OF CIVILIANS POURING IN TO 

APPLY FOR STAFF POSITIONS—AC- 
CEPTANCE OF THE PETREL.

When President Harrison on Saturday de- 
parted from the precedent set by President 
Cleveland of promoting army officers to fill 
staff vacancies and appointed Gen. William L, 
Atexander from civil life to a Captaincy in the 


Commissary Depariment, he opened a regular 
Sluice gate through which has poured ever 
since a torrent of applications from Grand 
Army politiciaas for appointment to staff va- 
ca@Dcles. esident Cleveland believed that 
these places im the army should be reserved for 
the promotion of officers of the line who by long 
and faithful service in theirregiments, often ex- 
tending over a period of twenty years or 
more, without promotion, haa fairly earned the 
right to areward. Under this system the staff 
Captaincies came to be looked upon as prizes 
to be won by faithfulness and efiiciency, 
and the eifect was to improve greatly the en- 
tire service. If these places are nuw to be 
looked upon simply as so much coin with which 
#0 pay political debts or to seoure future votes, 
demoraiization wili follow, and officers will 
believe that, no’ matter how faitnful and 
efficient they may be, they can look forward to 
no preferment, but must be cuntent to see 
civilian place-hunters put over their heads. 

_ There are at present two staff vacancies, both 
in the Quartermaster’s Department, resulting 
from the deaths last Saturaay of Major Asa P. 
Blunt and Capt. George H. Cook. It is believed 
that one of these will be filled by the promotion 
of First Lieut. Constantine Chase of the Third 
Artillery, who has beld his present rank for 
nearly twenty-two years, and who is a capable 
officer. There would be no-difficulty in tinding 
plenty of First Lieutenants for the other place, 
but as the President has opened the gates now 
it is doubtful whether he and Secretary Proctor 
can stand the pressure from civilian appli- 
cants.

Secretary Tracy formally accepted the gun- 
boat Petrel to-day, and she will be turned over 
to the Government at the Norfolk Navy Yard 
in a day ortwo. The official report of the steam 
trial of this vessel, made public to-day, shows 
some very remarkable fluctuations in horse 
power during the four hours’ run. Her contract 
called for 1,100 collective horse power, and in 
the first hour she made 1,468.83 horse power 
with the main engines alone, or nearly 400in 
excess of the contract. From this, however, 
she fell off, until the next to the Jast indicator 
card taken showed only 455.70 horse power. 
The speed in the meantime fell from 14 knots 
to 9.6 knots. The average collective horse 
power for four hours was 1,044.79 and the av- 
eraze speed was 11.55 knots. 

The contractors claim that the trial was not 
commenced until ten minutes after they were 
reaiy, and that thus one indicator card, with a 
good showing for them, was missed. They 
have asked the Secretary to strike off the last 
card, which showed 663.12, and substitute 
another one equal to the firstone taken. The 
effect of this would be to bring the average 
horse power up to 1,095.15 and reduce the pen- 
alty from $5,500 to $500. The Secretary will 
not act on this request until the final settle- 
ment for the vessel ismade. He will probably 
grant it. A 

Itis rumored at the Navy Department that 
the office of Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
whichis soon to be vacated by Commodore 

. Walker, has been offered to at least one officer 
and declined. Secretary Tracy is said to have 
offered the place to Commodore George Brown, 
commander of the Norfolk Navy Yard, last 
Saturday, and the Commodore is said to have 
askea to be allowed to remain where he is. The 
last officer mentioned as a possible successor to 
Commodore Walker is Capt. John W. Philip, 
commanding the receiving ship Independence, 
at the Mare island Navy Yard. Capt. Phuip 
has many friends on the Pacitic coast, where he 
has been on duty for a number of years. He 
has an exceptionally good record, having seen 
more sea service than any man in the navy of 
his rank. 

President Harrison to-day received a strange- 
looking visitor, Mr. Benezuli, a merchant ‘of 
Tangier, Morocco. Clad in a white toga and 
red fez, with his dark, Arab visage he attracted 
much attention. He complains that about two 
years ago William Reid Lewis, United States 
Consul at Tangier, caused his arrest for al- 
leged conspiracy to kill a debtor, another resi- 
dent of Tangier, by employing a man to mur- 
der the offending debtor. Upon his charge he 
was contined In jail nearly a year, when he was 
released, having been exonerated. He wants 
reparation, and the matter will be investigated. 


Secretary Tracy to-day issued an order to the 
contractors of the Petrel to deliver the vessel 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard for acceptance. She 


will probably leave Baltimore to-morrow. At 
Norfoik her electric light plant will be placed, 
aboard, and then she will be complete and 
ready for service.

HILL’s STATE EXECUTIVE COM- 
MITTEE ORGANIZES, 


The Democratic Executive Committee of the 
State Committee held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon at the Hoffman House, Jnst enough 
members were present to make a quorum. The 
members who responded ,to Chairman Murphy’s 
request for a meeting were Roswell P. Flower, 
Charles M, Preston of Kingston, Daniel G. 
Grifin of Watertown, James W. Ridgway of 
Kings, and ex-Mayor Edward Cooper of New- 
York. The absentees all sent word that they 
could not be present on the short notice given to 
them. Mr. William F. Sheehan of Buffalo and 
D. Cady Herrick of Albany wired Mr. Murphy 
that they had important cases in court. City 
Chamberlain Richard Croker appeared in the 
rotunda of the Hoffman House an hour after the 
committee adjourned and expressed nis regrets 


that the meeting had been held so early in the 
day, as important official business prevented 
his getting up earlier as the representative of 
Mayor Grant. In consequence of the small 
number present not much business was done. 

The Executive Committee had been selected 
not by Mr. Murphy, the Onairman of the State 
Committee, but by Gov. Hill, the new Moses of 
the party. It is usually an honor accorded the 
Chairman of the committee, but this year the 
Governor has not only usurped the powers of 
the Chairman, but of the committee itself. The 
Governor at first roposed to drop from the 
committee Mr. D. Cady Herrick of Albany, who 
was one of Mr. Cleveland’s most earnest ad- 
mirers, but he profited by the how! of indigna- 
tion that his disgraceful treatment of Cord 
Meyer inspired, and acted upon the advice of 
his friends, In view of these facts, it is hardly 
possible that Mr. Herrick will devote that time 
and attention to the committee that he other- 
wise might have done. Heisa shrewd Demo- 
crat, an able organizer, and a restless worker, 
and his co-operation may be needed before the 
campaign is over. 

Contrary to expectations, Mr. Sheehan of Buf- 
falo, the Governor’s first lieutenant, who has 
been boasting all Summer that he woulda be 
made Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
was ieft off the head of the Executive Commit- 
tee. This honor by unanimous consent was ac- 
corded to Mr. Daniel G. Griffin of Watertown, 
one of Mr. R. P. Flower’s early protégés. Owing 
to the few members present the committee de- 
termined not to go into any details of the cam- 
paign, but decided to open headquarters this 
morning at the Hoffman House. Mr. Murphy 
and Secretary Defreest returned to Troy on the 
3:30 train yesterday afternoon. 

While the committee was in session Mr. 
Flower edified them with a littlestory. “I know 
Mr. Tabor is going to win this Fall,” said he, 
** because he is a tirst-class shot.. Twenty years 
ago one hundred so called ‘sharpsheoters’ met 
at Syracuse to determine. which was the best 
shot in the State outside of the city of New- 
York. On the final round there were thirty- 
two of us tied for first piace. Mr. Tabor and I 
were Of that number. He and I shot out every- 
body else, and then somebody—when nobody 
was left to shoot but himself and myself— 
brought down the prize—a fine suit of 
hunting clothing, and hung it just back 
of the place where we were loading our 
pieces. We fir-d several times before Tabor 
succumbed, aud I carried away the suit. I 
have it yet. Tabor should have won it because 
he displayed great grit in the face of adverse 
circumstances. , [ believe he wiil be elected this 
Fall for the same reasons.” 

** Yes,” said Mr. Murphy, “and I shoula not 
be surprised if before election day he lands 
some of those Assembly ceiling conspirators 
behind the bars.’’

TESTING THE BALTIMORE. 


ANOTHER TRIAL OF THE CRUISER’S EN- 
GINES TO BE MADE. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 8.—The Secretary of the 
Navy has given the Cramps permission to try 
the Baltimore’s engines once more for horse 
power. He will allow them to select the indiea-4 
tors to be used in the calculations,.and to have 
@ representative present when these instru- 
ments are tested. It is probable that’ the firm 
will take carda during the next trial alternating 
with the naval engineers, and calculating the 
power developed independently for purposes of 
comparison. Thisisamere business proceed- 
ing, and is considered perféctly proper when 
a large sum of money is involved. 
It is not considered just to contractors that 
indicators should be tested in secret, and when 
these instruments are as defective as those 
used in the Baltimore are said to have been, the 
caculation of the horsepower is decidedly farci-

al. 
The pitch of the BaJtimore’s propellers will 
be slightly changed, with the hope of getting 


better results. She will soon be docked and the 
necessary weights put on board again to bring 
her down to the proper lines for trial. The 
date has not yet been fixed, but there will be no 
great delay. 

The Vesuvius has been poporses ready for the 
final test of her guns, and the board, composed 
of Commander C. F. Goodrich, Lieut. Seaton 
Schroeder and Lieut. B. A. Fiske, will meet to- 
day to witness it. The vessel will be 
moored head and stern in the chan- 
nel to the eastward off Petty’s Island in 
the forenoon, and the firing will begin early in 
the afternoon. Itis necessary to fix the ship 
in position heading up the channel, in order.

Five shots must be 
fired from each gun in ten minutes, with one 
expenditure of compressed air sufficient at each 
discharge to throw a regulation shell weighing 
500 pounds a distance of one mile. The shells

CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—The clique in October pork 
is stillon deck, It has opened the fightin the 
Appellate Court for arevival of Judge Shepard’s 
dismissed injunction, and in trading circles re- 
tains its bold, defiant position. To-day its rep- 
resentatives continued to refuse October-made 


pork tendered in the settlement of October 
contracts. ‘The pork refused was sold out, 
under the rules of the board, “for account of 
whom it may coneern,” but there were no de-: 
velopments to show any weakness upon the 
part of the manipulators. . . 

They are evidently working under the direc- 
tion of their legal advisers, and are about as 
much interested in curtailing the manufacture 
of pork as im any matter connected with the 
deal. Procrastination, by judicial and other 
devices, is now very generally believed to be 
their aim. They do not want the pork bought, 
and knowing peers are slow to make it with 
hogs selling at present prices. 

The managers of the corner, it is believed, 
look for a compromise if they can keep the 
question regarding new pork in court until the 
month is well advanced. The refused pork, 
amounting to several thousand barrels, was 
sold at auction at $10 15 to $10 50. The clique, 
or its directors, have evidently arranged their 
plans, and are fighting judicially as much to 
use up the month as to secure a permanent 
“boycotting” of new pork. b 





AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 8.—The Massachu- 
setts branch of the American Federation of La- 
bor at its meeting to-day passed resolutions 
in favor of reducing the per capita tax from 2

TEN OTHERS INJURED ON THE STEAMER

QUEENSTOWN, Oct. 8.—The steamship City of 
Paris, which arrived here to-day, reports that 
her decks were swept by heavy seas yesterday. 
A female steerage passenger and her ocbild 
were swept overboard and drowned, and ten 
other passengers were severely injured. The 
saloon was flooded. ;

The passage 
occupied 6 days 23 hours and 54 minutes. 

It is reported that a steerage passenger com- 
mitted suicide.

Everybody on 
board was saved. She was a sloop of 471 tons, 
used chiefly for harbor service.

WAITING FOR COMLY. 


eoienaincsibblintelipcns 
A DOUBTFUL ENTERPRISE BY MEM- 
BERS OF THE CLOVER CLUB. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 8.—Some of the best 
kvown clubmen in Philadelphia are anxiously 
looking for the return from across the sea of a 
prominent theatrical man with an accounting 
for several thousand dollars each with which 
they intrusted him some months ago. Every 
theatregoer in Philadelphia recalls the engage- 
meut of the London Gaiety Company at the 
Walnut-Street Thoatre last Spring. These 
English burlesquers, headed by Nellie Far- 
ren, Fred Leslie, Lettie Lind, Sylvia Grey, 
played atwo weeks’ engagement, whioh, from 
its financial as well as artistic success, was 
arevelation to the theatregoing public of the 
city. Clubmen, society leaders, as well as far- 
seeing financiers, filled the house last evening, 
and testified by their applause their apprecia- 


tion of the beauties of ‘‘ Monte Cristo, Jr.,” and 
“Esmeralda,” the two extravaganzas present- 
ed for their delectation. p 
The Galety people when their season was 
ended found themselves incumbered by a great 
collection of miscellaneous odds and ends of 
scenery, costumes, and properties, and the idea 
occurred to the management that if these were 
disposed of in America it would be a good 
thing. It was in this city that the desired 
financial peal was effected. Among the 
Steady patrons of the show was Mr. Comly, a 
theatrical manager not without experience, and 
long identitied with James Barton Key in the 
Management of the Comly-Barton Opera Com- 
auy, which, after varying vicissitudes of 
oftune, had finally come to grief and disband- 
ed, with a large balance onthe wrong side of 
the ledger. Mr. Comly saw the show, met the 
financial nead of the company, and conceived 
the bright idea of purchasing the properties of 
the company, scenery, costumes, and score books 


and repeating the Gaiety successes in a smaller ' 


way through the Eastern circuit and the West- 
ern Cities, which the original Gaiety company 
bad not taken in in their rather badly-managed 
tour to Philadelphia. The idea was to make 
short engagements, bill the towns thoroughly, 
and depend upon the reputation of the original 
company for the financial rewards, 

Mr. Comly set about organizing his syndicate 
at once. He had been introduced to the major- 
ity of the members of the famous Clover Club 
by a noted wit, and naturally selected these 
gentlemen on account of their financial re- 
sources and their known patronage of the drama 
as sharers of his latest enterprise. Eight thou- 
sand dollars, it was stated, would be 
all that was required to buy everything 
necessary and furnish the American Gaiety 
company with a working capital to start the 
bo al Of this Horace Disston contributed 
$3,000, ex-Gov. William M. Bunn of Idaho a 
like amount, and other members of ‘the club 
testified their confidence in the venture by 
smaller amounts until the desilred sum was 
comneecee .In the new company it was under- 
stood that Benjamin Bunn, the Governor’s son, 
was to be the Treasurer, and the other mem- 
bers of the club were to be an advisory com- 
mittee, each with a vote in the directorate. 

The money was paid over and Mr. Comly de- 
parted, presumably to buy the scenery and ar- 
range the date of the show. Now comes the 
sequel: Mr. Comly cannot be found, It is said 
that he is in Europe and haé gene there without 
consulting any of the members of the company. 
No contracts have been made as far as can be 
ascertained. The members have taken legal 
advice and some scenery which was purchased 
was recovered in New-York and brought back 
to this city. In the meantime Comly is badly 
wanted, 





UNDER THE CORNERSTONE. 


ARTICLES TAKEN FROM A BOX RECENT- 
LY UNEARTHED, 


Boston, Oct. 8.—The meeting of the Bosto- 
nian Society to-day was enlivened by the open- 
ing of the box found recently under the corner- 
stone of the old Merchants’ Exchange, Presi- 
dent Guild announced the conveyance to the 
society by the Merchants’ Exchange Company 
of the box, and the society acquiescing, at 
once proceeded to open it.

«The first thing which appears to our view,”

Guild, holding up a paper, ‘that is 
the way the Boston Morning Post looked 
in 1841, Charles Godden Greene editor.”

Among the articles contained in the paper was 
a leader on “Tylier’s Scruples,” calling atten- 
tion to Tyler’s hesitancy about urging the Na-

The next thing was a copy of the Massachu- 
setts Register and ‘* United States Calendar of 
1841, and Other Valuable Information,” pub- 
lished by James Loring, 132 Washington-street, 
Boston.

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DEATH STOPS A COMEDY 


CHARLES B. BISHOP STRICKEN 
AT THE LYCEUM. 
HE LEAVES THE STAGE LAUGHING MER- 
RILY AND DIES OF HEART DISEASE A 
FEW MOMENTS LATER. 


Charles B. Bishop, the low comedian of the 
Sothern company, died suddenly last night 
during the performance of “‘ Lord Chumley” at 
tae Lyceum Theatre. The circumstances of his 
death were extremely sad. Mr. Bishop had 
been complaining for some time of indisposi- 
tion, but went to the theatre last night as 
usual and reported for duty. He was in good 
humor and pleasantly greeted his associates. 
He went leisurely to his dressing room and pre- 
pared for his evening’s work—the performauce 
of Adam Butterworth in the current Lycoum 
play. He was prominent in the first scene of the 
Play, and was ready at the wings waiting for 
his cue. Whenit came he went on gayly, and 
acted the scene through as brightly and spirit- 
edly as he had ever done. His exit speech was: 


“Early to bed and early to rise makes a2 man 
a, and wealthy—and—and—what is the rest of 


To this inquiry one of the girls on the stage 
replies ‘‘ wise.” Then the speech continues: 

‘Lord G. wise! Oh, Lord!” 

This marks the exit, and with both hands 
lifted in derision of the idea of Lord Chumley. 
being wise, Adam Butterworth leaves the stage 
laughing heartily. 

Mr. Bishop followed these stage directions, 
and made bis exit accompanied by the laughter 
of the audience. He walked to the stairway 
leading down to his dressing room, and then, 
Staggering uuder the tirst§ attack of 
the fatal disease, descended, half  fall- 
ing, to the stage managers room, where 
Mr. Tully Marshall, an attacné of the theatre. 
was seated. As the sick man entered this room 
Mr. Marshall saw ata glance that Mr. Bishop 
was very ill and ran at once tor Mrs. Bishop, 
who was in the dressing room of Miss Wilson, 
one of the ladies of tne company. 

Mrs. Bishop, Miss Wilson, and Miss Dowling 


went immediately in answer to the summons, 
and tried to give the sufferer relief. He com- 
plained of a@ terrible painin his left side, and 
his wife brought some brandy and tried to ad- 
winister it, while tue other ladies sought to re- 
lieve him by loosening his collar. But the 
hand of death was already upon him, and even 
while Mrs. Bishop lifted the flask to his bilood- 
less lips,and Miss Dowling was unlacing his 
shoes, his head sank back into Miss Wilson’s 
arms, his breath came quick and sharp and 
cold, and ull present saw that the end was 
rapidly approaching. 

feantime Drs. Lellman and Powers had re- 
sponded promptly to a hasty call. Lhey were 
too late, for the sick man died almost ‘in. the 
moment of their arrival. From the ‘time of 
his exit from the stage to his death not 
more than ten minutes elapsed. The players 
who were not on the stage gathered in an awe- 
stricken group around his prostrate form and 
. gazed in silence on the pathetic spectacle of a 
dead man dressed in the fun-provoking gar- 
ments of the character and with the comedy 
paints mockingly masking his pallid features. 
* At this time Mr, Sothern was on tbe stage 
and unaware that anything unusual had oc- 
curred. Mrs. Kate Pattison Seiten, who shares 
this scene with Sotnern, had made her 
entrance after the catastrophe and kuew of 
the death, but nevertheless went on 
with the lines of the comedy. Suudenly 
the curtain was rung down in the midstof the 
scene and then Mr. Sothern received the first 
intimation of what had happened. A hurried 
consultation with the management ensued and 
it was decided to continue the performance by 
substituting an understudy. Consequently 
Mr. Sothern appeared before the curtain and 
announced that the interruption of the per- 
formance had been caused by the sudden and 
dangerous illness of Mr. ishop, burt that 
it would be resumed, ‘his vas sub- 
s quently found to . be -impracticabie, 
and Mr, Sothern, appearing once mere betore 
the curtain, informed the audience that Mr. 
Bishop was dead and that they were dismissed, 
adding that those who desired the return of 
po a money could {get it by applying at the box 
ottice. 

There was a buzz of excitement, and then the 
spectators silently and quietly left the house, 
only a few taking advantage of the offer 
to return their money. The theatre 
was closed as quickly as possible, and 
Manager Daniel Frohman, who was at 
Niblo’s Garden witnessing the first performance 
of ** Roger La Honte” was summoned. He went 
quickly to the Lyceum and announced to his 
company thata benefit would be given at that 
theatre next Wednesday for Mr. Bishop’s 
widow. 

Notice was also sent to the Coroner’s oftice, 
and Deputy Coroner Jenkins examined the 
body. e reported that death had been caused 
by tatty degeneration of the heart. The body 
remained in the theatre for two hours after 
death, and was then removedin charge of an 
undertaker. Arranxements for the funeral 
have not yet been completed. 

All of the members of the company and all 
the attachés of the theatre were deeply moved 
by the catastrophe. The dead man bad been a 
great favorite with them all, as he had been 
with the entire theatrical profession, in 
which he was widely known. Many eyes 
were welt with tears. Mr. Marshall 
was especially moved, He 
among the last to speak to Mr. Bishop before 
the comedian went upon the stage, and it was 
to him that the sick man had given his last 
verbal expression of pain. Mr. Bishop was a 
physician as well as an actor, and when he had 
complained of indigestion early in the. morning 
Marshall had jokingly rallied him on his inabu- 
ity to cure his own Ills. , 

r. Bishop was one of the last of the old-time 
comedians. He was born in Baltimore about 
tifty-six years ago and had adopted the stage 
early in life, playing small parta,. He subse- 

uently became first low comedian at Ford’s 

heatre and had long and valuable experience 
in that line, playing with Edwin Forrest, Cnar- 
lotte Cushman, James Murdock, Julia Dean 
Hayne, and other prominent actors. He long 
ago established a reputation as a valuable and 
trustworthy comedian of the old school. 

During the civil war Mr. Bishop was a soldier 
in the Confederate Army, and when peace was 
declared he resumed his histrionic calling. 
Among his former triumphs in this city was 
his impersonation of Ancient Pistol in “*‘ Heury 
V.,” with George Rignold, at Booth’s Theatre. 
Much of his career as an actor was spent in 
California, and his name is intimately associ- 
ated with the records of the California and 
Baldwin Theatres, of whose stock companies he 
wee a@ member. 

is tirst appearance in San Francisco was at 
the Grand Opera House, but he was much 
longer connected with the other places of 
amusement mentioned. While he was a mem- 
ber of the Baldwin Theatre stock company he 
took up the study of medicine and pursued it 
ardently. He was so successful in this study 
that he obtained a degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and was duly qualified to practice. But he 
could never overcome his love for the stage and 
clung to it pertinaciously. 

In his California days, however, he always 
insisted on having @ clause in his theatrical 
contracts which would permit him to omit re- 
hearsals, so asto attend important medical 
lectures or surgical operations. He was 
in the California Theatre under the man- 
agement of the late John McCullough, and 
was the low comedian of the Baldwin stock 
company, which included James O’Niell, Lewis 
Morrison, and Rose Coghlin, and which was 
managed by Mr. T. B. Maguire. While there he 
made a great hit in the Burton farces and 
in burlesque. He also played successfully as 
Perkyn Middlewickin ‘Our Boys,’’ and when 
Neil Burgess had a disagreement with J. H. 
Haverly. The iatter negotiated with Bishop, 
and took him on a starring tour in “The Widow 
Bedott.” After this he had a play writ- 
ten for him by Archibald C, Gunter, 
which was entitled “Strictly Business,” and 
which was produced in this city at 
the Fourteenth - Street Theatre. It had 
smnall success. He gave this up and returned 
to Baltimore, where he played a round of his 
oid parts. Then he drifted back to California 
and dia “jobbine” for a time. He followed 
this with a starring venture in ‘ Twins,” 
a three-act farce by Joseph Derriok, 
under the McKee Rankin commopwealth 
scheme of management at the California 
Theatre. He came East again as a’ mem- 
ber of Nat Goodwin's any, and 
played Blueskin in ack Shep- 
pard,” the Sea Captain “‘Turned Up,” 
and Farmer Rocco in “ The Mascot” at the 
Bijou Theatre, New-York, in 1886-7. After- 
ward he played with Dixey in *“ Adonis” 
in Chicago, and then worked his way once more 
to the Pacific coast, whence he returned to New- 
York under engagement to Daniel Frohman to 
play the broad comedy parts in Mr. Sothern’s 
company, an engagement that he was tulfiiling 
at the time of his death. 

Mr. Bishop was a hearty, jovial, whole- 
souled, and unselfish man. His temperament 
was gay and happy until about three years 
ago, when he lost his only son. a young actor, 
whom he idolized. That loss broke his 
heart, and he was never the game man after- 
ward. He leaves a wife in destitute circum- 
stances. His son’s wife is now playing a email

FREMONT OOLE DEFEATED. 


ASSEMBLYMAN SAXTON NOMINATED FOR 
THE SENATE—OTHER NOMINATIONS. 


GENEVA, N. Y., Oct. 8.—Speaker Fremont Cole 
was defeated in the Senatorial Convention held 
here to-day, and Assemblyman Charles T. Sax- 
ton of Wayne County -became the Republican 
candidate for Senator in this (Twenty- 
ninth) District. The orders of Boss Platt 


have been carried out and Mr. Cole has been 
* dropped” ostensibly on account of his con- 
nection with the Assembly ceiling matter, but 
in reality because a more pliable man is wanted 
by Platt from this district. Platt is picking up 
Senators all over the State for use when the 
time arrives to elect a successor to United 
States Senator Evarts. Platt wishes to be 
that successor. He wants “ vindica- 
tion.” ough John H. Camp, the Re- 
publican boss of Wayne County, who is 
the attorney forthe Standard Oil Company and 
the lobbyist for that company at Albany, Platt 
will absolutely control Mr. Saxton’s vote in the 
Senate. The district is strongly Republican, 
and Saxton will be elected. 

Another matter which is settled by to-day’s 
event is the Speakership of the next Assembly. 
Gen. Husted will be the nominee of the Repub- 
lican caucus In January next. Mr. @Sax- 
ton is the only man besides Gen. Husted 
who has been considered in connection 
with the Speakership. Mr. Chauncey M. Depew 
as one of the members of the * Big Four,” will 
thus be recognized, and surface harmony be 
tween the Republican leaders will be maintained 
a little while longer. 


Utica, N. Y., Oct. 8.—The second day of the 
Republican Senatorial Convention for the 
Twenty-third District closed to-night without a 


nomination, Three sessions were held to-day, 
at which 125 ballots were cast, increasing tne 
total to 250 without a change of vote. Each 
county has six delegates, and three sixesis the 
vote each time. Congressman De Lano came on 
this atternoon to aid the Platt men in their 
counsels, but thus far without avail. #T wo tele- 
grams were sent to Platt for instructions, 
which were expected by special messenger.

LATEST FROM NIAGARA.

A “HERO” OF THE WHIRLPOOL RAPIDS 
AGAINST HIS WILL. 


BUFFALO, Oct, 8.—The neatest of all the neat 
Niagara Falls stories of this season of “ fakira’”’ 
is told to-day. It is new, novel, original; 
it has all the detail necessary to give 
verisimilitude to an otherwise bald and 
unconvincing narrative. The hero is Joseph 
Percy. He went through the Whirlpool Rapids 
this morning without boat or cork suit, but he 
did not mean to. Moreover, he took the precau- 
tion of having six witnesses, including a dog, to 


his accident. Two were at the start and four 
at the finish, 2 

Before daylight Percy and two companions 
started duck hunting. One of the trio shot a 
duck in the river, and Percy put outin an old 
punt after it. Great Heavens! an oar breaks 
when the duck hunter is in the midale of 
the river, and Nana, a few hundred 
feet from the rapids. @ soon disappeared 
from the sight of his overwhelmed comrades. 
Now, curious as it may seem, four meu and a 
dog about this time went duck hunting at the 
whirlpool. One man shot a duck and sent 
the dog after it. The dog was seen to 
nose another object and heard to whine. The 
master ordered the dog to bring the object to 
shore. The dog, after much effort, succeeded. 
It was the body of Percy, still alive. He was 
rolled and rubbed and assisted to the top of the 
bank and put to bed. 

He says he stuck to the boat until half way 
through the rapids, when he became uncon- 
scious, and remained so until resuscitated on 
shore.

FIRE IN THE COAL BUNKERS 


FRIGHTFUL VOYAGE OF THE 
STEAMER UNIONIS1. 
SEAMEN FIGHT A FIERCE FIRE FOR FIVE 
DAYS WITH THE SHIP TOSSING ABOUT 

IN A GALE. 


The British tars and their officers who brough® 
in the steamer Unionist from Livgrpool yester- 
day will probabiy never forget the frigntful ex- 
perience through which they passed on the way 
over this time. Had the Unionist been a pas- 
senger steamer instead of a humble “tramp” 
in ballast, and haa the same succession of 
events presented themselves, the lristory of the 
voyage would have ranked among the most ex- 
citing tales that are told of the sea. As for the 
weather, that alone was bad enough to have 
made poor Jack undergo more than his asual 
share of suffering. 

But when to this hostility of the elements was 
added the attack of a fire, mysterious in ita 
origin, deadly and destructive in its strength, 
and stubborn to the very end in its resistance, 
the situation became absolutely desperate. For 
five days officers and crew alike faced imminent 
de&th inits worstform. The coal in the bunk- 
ers of the vessel had become ignited through 
some undiscovered reason, and in spite of every 
effort to quench it, burned fiercely for more 
than five days. During all this time the crew 
worked unceasingly, relieving each other in 
fighting the fire. 

The iron decks grew hot, the noxious gases 
from the combustion fairly stiflea the miserable 


sailors, and dangerous explosions shook the 
vessel from stem to sterns 

At the same time a fierce southwesterly gale 
was blowing, the heavy sea tossing and besting 
the helpless ship already tortured by tbe fire 
gnawing at her vitals. The roiling and pitcn- 
ing of the vessel were so basi that the men had 
to be lashed in their bunks when they went t¢ 
snatch & moment's rest from their conflict. 
Even the officers in the chartroom found it 
dangerous to move about without clinging to 
something, so violently were they hurled from 
one side of the room to the other when they 
tried to walk. It is, in fact, to this heavy roll- 
ing that the breaking out of tne fire in the coal 
bunkers js attributed, it having produced heat 
probably from the friction of the particles of 
coal with each other. 

The officers who successfully brought the 
Unionist through her troubles were Capt. R. W 
Neate, First Officer E. J. Attenbrow, Second 
Officer F. Heimming, Third Officer Scherer, and 
Chief Eugineer Lowe. The crow consisted of 
eight able-bodied seamen, one boatswain, and 
four assistant engineers and,tiremen 

Chief Officer Attenbrow yesterday gave the 
» following account of the experience through 

which he had passed: “The Unionist iett 
Liverpool Sept. 21, and from the start encount- 
ered obstinate head winds and heavy seas. On 
Sept. 24 a gale from the north-northwest came 
down on us. The snip pitched very heavily, and 
it Was next to an impoasibility to keep our 
footing on deck. On Monday morning, Sept. 
30, we were :n midocean. Our exact position 
was latitude 44° 59’ north, longitude 37° west. 
It was a dark and gloomy day, and a heavy gale 
was blowing from the west-southwest [ 
was on the bridge at about 5 o’clockin the 
morning, having charge of the deck. I was 
thinking only of the weather and of the reck- 
less Way in which the steamer was plunging 
into the heavy seas, when, turning around, [ 
noticed what looked like a thin white vapor is- 
oun from under the edges of the coal-bunker 
hatch on the port side. I wasuncertain whether 
it was smoke or steam and got down close to 
examine it. Ther, I had no doubt about it ab 
all. It was smoke, and I knew very well that 
not a Moment was to be lost in calling ail hands. 
Irushed to the chartroom and called the Cap- 
tain. He came on deck at once, and doubted, 
as [ had done, whether the vapor we saw was 
smoke or steam. He pulled up the hatch to 
make sure. Then, I can tell you, we were 
startlea. A volume of thick Dlack smoke, 
laden with suffocating coal gas, rushed out. We 
slammed the hatch down again as quickly as 
possible and battened it down hard. 

“All hands came on deck and went to fire 
quarters. All the seams and crevices around 
the hatch were calked with oakum to stifle the 
tire if possible. Two lines of hose were passed 
through holes in the tep of the hatch, and waiter 
was pumped ip as rapidly as possible. Thesmoke 
had all along been creeping out through « few 
small fissures, but as the Water was poured in 
ou the coal the Captain and his meu were re- 
lieved to see, as they thought, the gradual sub- 
sidence of thissmoke. The hatch was again re- 
moved, and but little smoke came out. This 
was at about 10 o’clock in the forenoon of Oct. 
1. The third officer and two men, J. Pearson 
and J. Farrell, went down imto vhe bunker 
through the hatch, ana iu spite of the sul- 
phurous fumes and smoke which atiil 
continued to come up in smail 
quantities, began to heave out sume 
of the coal, passing it to the ‘saddle back,’ or 
transverse bunker, connecting with the star- 
board side. The vessel was rolling, so that this 
work went forward but slowly. Perhaps for 
this reason it was that when a little longer 
pause than usual ensued after the passing out 
of one bucket of cual no particular notice was 
taken of the fact by those ondeck. Buta sud- 
den increase of smoke and gas and a cessation 
in the appearance of the coal bucket soon 
aroused the Captain’s fears, and he sent other 
men into the bunker, who iound that the tirst 
three had been overcome by the gas. They 
were lifted out with much difficulty, and though 
they regained consciousness after an hour or 
so, their escape from death was a very narrow 
one. 

“It was now 1:30 o’clock, and the fire had 
evidently increased. The old tactics of batten- 
ing down the hatches and pouring in water 
were again adopted. All ght and until 3 
o’clock the next morning this mode of attack 
was adhered to. {hen a second attempt was 
made to get the coal out of the bunkers so as to 
reach the fire, which was evidently raging 
underneath. The men worked in relays, fifteen 
minutes at a time, in this poisonous, stifling 
hole, from 3 o’clock in the morning uniil 7 at 
night. Then again the hatcnes were closed 
and the water poured on. Thus they worked, 
alternately shutting up the fire, drenching /6 
with water, and then poking aud digging in the 
bunker to remove the top layers, while the ves- 
sel herself was plunging and rolling iike a sea 
horse. On Thursday last, the fourth day of the 
fire, the Captain decided to attack the flames 
from the bottom, the coal removed from the top 
seeming to have brought the workers but littl 
nearer to the hottest part. So at noon on thi 
day the top hatches were all closed up and th 
stoke-hole at the bottom of the bunker opened, 
Now the fire began to grow hotter than ever 
At 2 o’clock the iron sides of the bunker woul 
have scorched one’s fingers and half an hou 
after they were actually red-hot. The voal tha 
the men passed up in iron buckets f rom belew 
was blazing furioysly and the men them- 
selves must have been literally salamanders to 
have stood the heat. Tue burning coal was 
dumped un the iron deck and the hose turned 
on itatonce. Nearly two tons liad been taken 
outin this way when it was found that the tire 
had ‘ clinkered’ the coal above so that no more 
would drop down through the stoke-nole. Tho 
gas and eal hurous fumes were also most un- 
bearable, and again the sealing and drenching 
process was adopted. 

Early Friday morning, as the second officer 
stood on the bridge, he felt a curious thrill run 
through the vessel, followed by a tremendous 
explosion. The hatches over all the bunkers 
were bDiown into the air and volumes uf flame 
shot up through the openings nearly as high as 
the mast heads. Then came the thick black 
smoke again, and the tired sailors found them- 
selves in the same disheartening position as 
that they had been in five days before. To all 
appearances the fire was as unconquerable as 
ever. Nearly fifty tons of coal had been pain- 
fully and laberiously shoveled out, but there 
was the relentless tire as fierce as at first. The 
deck on the port side was as hot as a stove, 
and, to add to this discouragement, the hatches 
had in three instances fallen back into the 
bunkers. 

But with undiminished energy and pluck 
they went at the work again. The hatches 
were fished out and battened dowr as before. 
Hardly had this been done,.howerver, when # 
second explosion .teok place. This time Capt. 
Neade, Chief Officer Attenbrow, and Engineer 
Lowe were standing near one of the hatches 
discussing the advisability of cutting a hole 
through the tron side of the bunker and direct- 
ing a stream through this. As the hatch was 
blown off by the second explosion it struck En- 
gineer Lowe onthe head, Knecked him down, 
and stunned him. He recovered, however. 
with no serious injury. The Captain’s plan was 
then put into execution, the sequei proving it a 
successful one. On Sati ay mornirg the 
\amoke ceased coming out, and soon after the 
hatches were taken off, and a careful examina- 
tion of the stokehole revealed no tire. 

Meantime the steamer had been making good 
headway toward New-York. The engine roum 
had been pretty hot, but not so hot as to pre- 
vent the working of the engines. Yesterday 
morning, tired with their struggle and thankrul 
for their escape, all arrived safely here. The 
damage to the vessel by the fire was but trifling, 
as she is built throughoat of tron. Her agenis

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BISMARCK AS AN OLD MAN 


HIS END THOUGHT TO BE 
NOT FAR OFF. 

AGED LOOK HE HAS—HIS FRIEDRICHS- 

RUHE—SHOULD HE DIE SOON—THE 
YOUNG EMPEROR’S AIMS. 


Lonpon, Sept. 30.—I had the advantage 
the other day of a long talk with an Eng- 
lish public man who has just returned 
from a visit to Prince Bismarck at his 
favorite residence of Friedrichsruh, some 
of the points of which may be confided 
to the gossip type. Friedrichsruh is an 
estate of some 25,000 acres, lying on the 
cuter edge of Hamburg’s ring of suburbs, 
much as Versailles does on that of Paris. 
But the comparison would err if it sug- 
gested any idea of palaces or the elegance 
or stateliness of princely life at Friedrichs- 
ruh. Whey the estate was presented to 
the Chancellor by the old Emperor, some 
fifteen years ago, there were standing 
upon it two or three farmhouses and 
a hotel, but no mansion fit for the 
home of its new and distinguished owner. 
The assumption was that he would build a 
house, but instead Bismarck coneluded to 
convert the hotel into a residence. He 
erected a new hotel to accommodate the 
commercial travelers and others passing | 
between Hamburg and Denmark and moved 
into the old one himself. The simplicity of 
the life he leads there and of his notions of 


domestic surroundings is whimsicatly illus- 
trated by the fact that, after all this lapse 
of years, the painted numbers still remain 
on the bedroom doors of the Prince’s man- 
sion just as they were in the hotel days.

Here the Prince by choice spends the 
larger part of the year—all the time, in 
fact, that he can manage to put in away 
from Berlin. When the Reichstag meets or 
great state business presses he moves to his 
Berlin town house on Wilhéim-strasse, and 
thence it is easy for him to steal little va- 
cation trips out to his other country place— 
Varzin. But this latter he uses chieily as a 
rural adjunct to his Berlin residence. His 
real country home is at Friedrichsruh. 
Here, as at Varzin, there are splendid 
woods, and from these he used formerly to 
extract great enjoyment. Now he no longer 
shoots, and increasing infirmity renders it 
difficult for him to walk about in the for- 
ests. But as he cannot go to the woods, it is 
the pleasure of his old age to make them 
come to him. By thisI mean that he is 
one of the most enthusiastic tree planters 
in Europe. The other great old man of our 
time has a famous passion for cutting down 
trees. Bismarck differs from Gladstone in 
that his preference is for planting them and 
watching them grow. He hasin his young 
plantation many rare species of firs and 
pines, among them numerous varieties of 
American origin, including the Colorado 
redwood, the magnifica, and some of our 
giant cypresses. hese young trees he 
watches over with great solicitude. Last 
year there came a bad kind of beetie, which 
ate otf the leaders of some of the most 
promising rare spruce saplings, and Bis- 
marek worried a good deal more about’ the 
malevolent tricks of this beetle than he did 
about the doings of Boulanger. 


— 
Prince Bismarck isin appearance now a 
feeble old gentleman. Measured by that of 
some of his great contemporaries, his is not 


so very advanced an age. He will not be 
seventy-five until next April fool’s day, 
which means that he is nearly fifteen years 
younger than Count von Moltke, who is 
still hale and vigorous. Bismarck, too, is 
@ix years younger than Gladstone, seven 
younger than Cardinal Manning,’ five 
younger than Leo XIII,’ and ten years 
younger than Prince Gortchakoff was 
when he died. But he is not robust at all, 
and I believe that he frets a great deal over 
the fear that he may not last much longer. 
His face is waxen and flabby, and his hands 
are those of a very old man—yellow and 
swolien in the joints and marked with 
unnaturally big blue veins, He is once 
more becoming very fat abdominally, and 
Dr. Schweninger is at his wits’ end to keep 
this tlesh down this time, for Bismarck is 
no longer able to waik much. To please 
his physician he tries from time to time, 
but his legs hurt him too much to make 
this form of exercise possible. All this 
tends to depress him, and the further fact 
that his family have not been a long-lived 
race serves to deepen his conviction that 
his days are numbered, 


This gloom, which has colored his mind 
for years, but now increases almost by 
months, turns, of course, upon his fore- 
bodings for Germany’s future. All that lay 
within aman of his aristocratic—l had 
almost said medieval—limitations to do, he 
has done to avert the catastrophe which he 
fears may come after his death. Especial- 
ly he has trained his son Herbert in all the 
inner mysteries and traditions of the Ger- 
man Foreign Office, and secured to him as 
well as he could the succession to the Chan- 
cellorship. Herbert is not a great man, but 
he is intelligent and plodding, and has so 
thoroughly imbibed the spirit of his illus- 
trious father’s policy that he fairly 
exudes if at the pores: So far as can 
be seen now, there would be no op- 
position to his succeeding his father, 
shonid the latter die unexpectedly, if only 
for the reason that nobody else knows any- 
thing about the inside workings of the Ger- 
man Foreign Office. But there are no signs 
that he would exert any marked personal 
iniluénce upon the Kaiser and his Court, 
and there are in that Court many covert, 
and some few avowed, enemies of the Bis- 
marck “dynasty” ideas How the young 
Kaiser himseif stands on this question is 
not known. But it is evident enough that 
those closest to him are least in sympathy 
‘vith the Bismarckian circle. And this is 
what the old Chancellor fears above all else, 


After me the deluge” had its origin as a 
phrase in circumstances totally different, 
but it reflects Bismarck’s apprehensions 


very clearly none the less. He has made 
a great and powerful empire in the heart of 
Europe, and now that he faces the illnesses 
and warnings of old age he sees that this 
empire has still got_to justify its existence 
by force of arms. Its friends of to-day may 
not be its friends and allies to-morrow; but 
it® two fierce enemies on either side will 
abate no jot or tittk of their hate. 
With immense labor and at much sacri- 
fice of personal inclinations he has pre- 
served peace all these years, I am sure that 
Bismarck thinks of himself primarily as 
one who has kept the peace of Europe, and 
of his policy as having all along had that 
end chiefly in view. Now he begins to fear 
acutely that his own end is near, and it 
seems to him that then there will be no- 
body to keep the peace. The two great 
enemies to eastward and westward grow 
stronger every year, and if he feels that it 
is due to his own matchless work that they 
bave remained quiescent so long who can 
blame him? oD 
oe 

And it is natural, too, that he should look 
with foreboding upon his death as the 
probable signal for preparations for war. 


A young Emperor who thinks of nothing 
but machine guns and smokeless powder is 
on the throne, The jingle of spurs and the 
rattle of musketry are in this young man’s 
ears all day long and echo in his dreams at 
night. He cultivates the habit of short- 
ened hours of sleep in imitation of Freder- 
ick the Great, and in his bluff camaraderie 
with his soldiers, his efforts at philosophic- 
al epigrams with the peasantry, and his at- 
titude toward his courtiers he shows 
at every peep how bitten through 
and through he is with the idea of 
modeling himself upon_ that found- 
er of Prussia’s power. Everybody in 

-Enrope knows that William counts 
on approving himself the foremost captain 
of his century before he dies. It has be- 
come equally evident to the outside world, 
that he is surrounding himself with soldier 
courtiers who are also longing for a war. 
Nobody else comprehends this so fully as 
does Bismarck. Nobody else realizes so 
well the danger that this young, hot- 
blooded camp Court in Berlin would be 
swept away into swiftly drawing the sword 
‘of the empire if anything which even 
looked like a provocation were offered. 
And what woul come then

THE BAR ASSOCIATION DECIDES TO 
LET THE FLACK CASE ALONE. 


A crowded meeting of the Bar Association 
was held last evening at the rooms of the asso- 
ciation, on Twenty-ninth-street. President 
Joseph H. Choate occupied the chair, and 
among the prominent lawyers present were ex- 
Judges Noah Davis, H. C. Van Vorst, 0. H. Ar- 
noux, ana Charles A. Peabody; James C. Carter, 
George ©. Holt, L. Laflin Kellogg, Austin G. 
Fox, Almon Goodwin, C. V. Anable, Stephen A. 
Walker, Isaac Dayton, W. B. Hornblower, and 
United States District Attorney Edward 
Mitchell. 

The general expectation that some action 
would be taken concerning Judge Bookstaver, 
Ambrose Monell, Joseph Meeks, and Benjamin 


Wrie&t, whose connection with the Flack 
divorce conspiracy was the subject of commu- 
nication made to the association by the Judges 
of the Court of Common Pleas, evidently con- 
tributed to the large attendance. Those, how- 
ever, who anticipated an exciting discussion of 
the subject were doomed to disappointment. 
The matter was introduced and disposed of by 
a dispassionate report of the Executive Cum- 
mittee, and no discussion whatever was had on 
it. Mention of the names of the persons re- 
ferred to was even avoided. 

W. B. Hornblower, in presenting the report of 
the Executive Committee, said that a report 
had bees received from the Committes on Griev- 
anes in relation to charges preferred against 
several persons, but as a rule of the associa- 
tion prohibited the reading of names from re- 
ports of that committee he would read the re- 
port without the mention of names, He then 
read as follows: 

To the Executive Committee of the Bar Association: 

GENTLEMEN: In the matter of the charges against 
three persous—Messrs. Blank, Blank, and Biank— 
submitted to this association by the Chie? Judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas, we respectfully report 
that these three persons are attorneys at law not 
members of the Bar Association. 

At the time that these charges were sent to our 
association by the Court, of Common Pleas they 
were also brought to the attention of the Grand 
Jury of this county through the District attorney, 
and we have deemed it proper that the association 
await the action of that Grand Jury before taking 
any proceedings ourselves, 
The Grant Jury carefully investigated the matter, 
and on the 80th of September last made their formal 
presentment to the Court of General Sessions, a 
copy ot which has been furnished us by the District 
Attorney of this county. and which we annex 
hereto, 
After this action of the Grand Jury in our opin- 
ion a further investigation by us is unnecessary, 
aud we respecttuily report that in our opinion tiie 
cases Of Messrs. Blank and Blank are suvh as re- 
quire prosecution by the courts, under the 14th 
by-iaw, but that this committes is not at present 
prepared to report as to the case of Mr, Blank.

It is understood that the last-mentioned Mr. 
Biank is Benjamin Wright, while the other two 
are Monell and Meeks.

The action of the Executive Committee on 
the foregoing report was to resolve ‘‘ That, in 
view of the fact that indictments have been 
presented by the Grand Jury against the per- 
sons referred toin the report, and the indict- 
ments are expected to be soon foliowed by a 
trial in open court, the interests of justice will 
best be served by deferring for the present any 
proceedings by this association upon the cases 
of the parties before referred to.” 
The report of the Executive Committee was 
accepted without discussion, and the meeting 
adjourned.

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REVIVALOF ASARDOU PLAY 


PRODUOTION AT THE ODEON OF 
“THE BENOITON FAMILY.” 


NOT AN OLD PIECE, HOWEVER—SLANG 
; AND SATIRE STILL EFFECTIVE — 
PROMISES THE THEATRES MAKE. 


Paris, Sept. 30.—‘‘ The Benoiton Family” 
was first producéd on the night of March 
4, 1865. Fortunately forus the cast of this 
event has been givenin connection with 
the present revival, and among the names 
are many still. familiar to theatregoers, 
such as Delannoy, Fébvre, Saint-Germain, 
Mmes. Fargueil, Alexis, Léonide Leblanc, 
Angélo, and é6ven Manvoy. ‘To be can- 
did, the original cast must have been 
far superior to the present. In 1867 we 
are told the play was again repeated, and 
always with average success. I saw it the 
other night for the first time at the Odéon, 
but its text haslong been familiar,and all the 
slang was easily appreciative. Many words 
found absolutely shocking in 1865, such as 
chic—this one is recognized even by the 
Academy--and four (meaning failure) have 
passed into common usage. 

The great interest felt in this revival was 
to learn if the play had grown old, if the 
satire of 1865 would fall flat in 1889. I 
was in proper mood to judge, being entirely 
new to the comedy except. by its reading. 
Now, Sardou’s plays read remarkably well, 
and I found the representation very tanie. 
In reading, even, I had wondered if the 
dramatic scene of the fourth act, between 
the husband and wife, did not come in 
amiss, and as it is now interpreted it cer- 
tainly does. The play has not grown old; 
there are dozens of such families, especially 
in our own land, and thousands of Pére 
Benoitons and Didiers. In the Brazilian 
and Argentine colonies here there are 
hundreds of pretty, foolish girls like 
Camille and Jeanne; we have had them in 
America, although now they would be 
ostracized at once, as falling under the 
social ban of bad form. The real trouble 
is to fix uvon the family in any way in 
France, and here you begin to understand 


why the republican journals, especially on 
election eve, tax the empire with this 
possibility, and why the imperialists say 
that the author’s wit has grown old. 

That the contrast between the actual re- 
sources of atamily and their expenditure 
might always form a reason and basis for a 
play is certain, but that the cut-by-twig, 
saving, économical French people should 
show this trait even amid ghe wildest 
Bourse speculation is impossible to realize. 
The threadbare plot in all its flimsiness 
stares one thus in the face, erected, twist- 
ed, and ornamented with all the skiil of the 
very great ability of M. Sardou. AsI have 
remarked, much of the puint lay iu the use 
of slang, and now every one adopts that, 
aud very many know uno other language, 
and are not considered any the worse for 
this peculiarity; then the situations, as far 
as the.comic line goes, are no longer over- 
strained, and the dramatic movements are 
childish, for no woman would agonize 
through two acts to screen herself from the 
confession of such a mild sin as sharing 
gambling profits when her husband knew 
that she played constantiy, and, moreover, 
she has honestly economized and paid her 
debt. What more could a man of business, 
such as Sardou represents M. Didier to be, 
demand from a butterfly, handsome, showy, 
brainless wife? 

It is making a great fuss about nothing, 
however skillfully managed the letter inci- 
deut, and all the malicious dexterity of 
stage presentatiou—and no one understands 
this sort of thing half as. well as Sardou— 
but the very taults he cuts out in the 
are se current now 
that their contrast would alone be misun- 
derstood. ‘the young girl dislikes Venice 
and says so, and she fails to see any beauty 
in Greuze, and all this is amusing, but 
neither strange nor immoral. Every one 
criticises nowadays, and they talk of 
Michael Angelo, Raphael, Murillo—not to 
mention modern art with Millet and Dela- 
croix—as if they were all intimate friends 
who must be encouraged and occasionally 
censured. The first act still rings charm- 
ingly, and then ennui gradually increases 
to inditierence. The setting of the first act 
is exquisitely beautiful, and the dialogue 
sparkles off like champagne... 

I have never seen Mme. Fargueil play, 
and a single concert recitation gave me no 
clue to her range of talent, but certainly 
since “ Germanie Lacerteux” has broadened 
and intensilied the style and character of 
Mlie. Régané’s very a personality, the 
part of Clotilde does not bring out her best 
qualities. She plays it amusingly, always 
with satisfaction, sometimes with pleasure, 
but she overweights the rédie andit will 
soon bea tax to her patience and require- 
ments.. As it is, however, she is the bright 
moving spirit, the only modern note in the 
comedy, and when she is on the stage she 
commands and maintains the interest. 

There is one entire rdle cut out, that of 
Théodule, the son. He is not missed, but 
he might as well have come to life again 
with the rest ot the family, Dumiény is not 
up to his average excellence, and a very 
fault-finding critic gave me a great shadow 
of regret. His theory is that one of my favor- 
ite actors has done his best, givén all he can, 
and this might be true; but what I protest 
_—— is the assertion that Dumény ee 
like an amateur and not like an actor. This 
is very subtle, and might easily lead to 
a train of long thought, for which I have 
neither time nor inclination now; besides, 
the series of the Théatre Libre represen- 
tations will oblige me to stalk through 
these new fi@lds of dramatic outlook. 
From whatever cause, Dumény as de 
Champrosé is colorless and negative; but 
the part is a bad one, scarcely giving a peg 
on which to nae a thread of protestation. 
M. Michel was borrowed from the Vaude- 
ville for the rdle of Benoiton father, and 
he is very acceptable, The rest of ‘he male 
cast work persistently in the dimness of 
fuvorable inclination and good will. 

For the female parts, there is really no 
one but Réjane. Mme. Raucourt is dread- 
ful as the spiteful old maid; she is, so

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CHARLES EDMUNDS’S FATAL GRASP OF 
A LIVE ELECTRIC WIRE. 


Charles Edmunds, forty years old, a lineman 
in the employ of the Manhattan Electric Light 
Company, met with a ferrible death last even- 


near Centre. The fatal accident was caused by 
Edmunds touching a live electric light wire. 
He was one of a gang of linemen who were sent 
out yesterday to locate and remedy trouble re- 
ported on the line ot the Manhattan Company 
under’ Foreman William B. MoKenzie of 230 
East Eighty-second-street. There were five 
men in all. 

Edmunds and a companion climbed the pole 
in front of the building 157 Grand-street, on 
which are strung the wires of the United States 
Tiiuminating Company as well as those of the 


Manbattan Company. They had been working 
on the pole but a short time when his com ° 
jon noticed there was something wrong wit 

dmunds. One of his legs had in some un- 
accountable manner got astride of the wires 
on the pole. The other man, who was on & 
crossbar above him, reached down, and, catch- 
ing hold of Edmunds’s trousers, threw the leg 
over and clear frum the wires. Edmunds, evi- 
eae & to save himseif from failing, thém seized 
one of the wires in his naked left hand, and im- 
mediately received the full force of the electric 
current, With a great effort his companion re- 
leased his hana, but Edmunds appeared li 
and helpless. His head fell forward, wi 
his neck resting on the wires. The other man, 
by taking hold of Edmunds’s jumper, drew him 
back from the wires, but there was apparently 
no life in’ him, for when he released his hoid of 
i a a Edtnunds fell headlong to the side- 
walk. 

_He struck on the top'of his head on the flagged 
—* ‘and rolled over motioniess into the 
gutter. 

A stretcher was procured and the dead body 
of the ‘unfortunate lineman was taken to the 
Mulvefry-street police station. There it was 
found that his left hand was terribly burned, 
the wire when he seized it having burned deep- 
ly into the flesh. ‘there were also burns about 
the neck. The top of his head was crushed in, 
ne — head and face presented a horrible 
sight. ‘ 
dmunds lived for some years in Mulberry- 
street, Immediately opposite the police station, 
with his wife and six children, ranging from two 
to ten years old, The police of the Mulberry- 
street ‘station, to whom he was well known, 
said last night that his habits had been very in- 
temperate, and he could not retain steady em- 
ployment on what account. He had 
been arrested a number of times 
intoxication, and this caused his dis- 
charge from the service of the Brush 
Company about four years ago, Since that 
time he had beef employed by the Metropoli- 
tan Telephone Company, and had been in the 
employ of the Manhattan Electric Light Com- 
pany for afew months only. While be was serv- 
ing out.a term of imprisonment on Blackwell's 
Island for intoxication his wife, who had be- 
come disgusted with his conduct, broke up their 
home and with her children took refuge with. 
friends in the country, It is not known where

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THE KNIGHTS PAGEANT 


FIFTEEN THOUSAND TEMPLARS 

: IN LINE. 

THE BRILLIANT SPECTACLE WHICH 
PASSED BEFORE PRESIDENT HAR- 
RISON AND GEN. ROOME. 

WASHINGTON,*Oct. 8.—The Knights who were 
astir early this morning glanced mournfully at 
asullen, threatening sky, indicative of rain, and 
the chilliness of the air almost foreboded snow. 
But as the hours wore away the sun broke 
through and dissipated the clouds, and its rays 
were reflected from bright uniforms, sparkling 
insignia, and flaunting banners. Everywhere 
Was bustle, animation, and brilliant coloring. 
The streets were throngea with people, and 
bright banners and mystic insignia decorated 
the buildings in all parts of the city. 

Along Pennsylvania-avenue the decorators 
had been lavish in the use of bunting, and from 
each window and house front hung flags, ban- 
ners, and the cross of the Templars. From the 
Treasury Building, along both sides of the 
promenade leading to the Capitol, there was an 
uninterrupted display of the national colors 
and the insignia of the Templars. The use of 
the devices of the visiting orders permitted the 
adoption of some novel decorations, and the 
opportunity was liberally improved by’ the 
business houses fronting on the iine of march. 
The east front of the Treasury Building was 
liberally draped with the national colors, inter- 
Spersed with shields bearing the heraldic de- 
vices of the visiting commanderies. Long 
Streamers of red, white, and blue hung from 


the pediments of the north, south, and west 
thy ma and almost the entire cornice of the 
ullding was hidden by huge American flags. 

The Templars formed early in the morning at 
their various headquarters and, with bands 
playing, marched through the crowded streets 
to the place of starting. Along the line of march 
Stands had been erected for the use of the families 
and triends of the visiting Knights, and betore 
9 o’clock the choice places were occupied 
by spectators. Windows commanding a view 
ot the procession were at a premium. The ave- 
nue had been roped in to keep off the 
crowd and give full room to the Knights. 
Several hours before the time for the proces- 
sion to move the peopie were banked two or 
three deep against the wire ropes that were 
stretched from the Capitol to the Treasury 
Building, while a moving throng surged slowly 
up and down the pavement. A moderate esti- 
mate would place the number of visitors in 
town at about fifty thousand. The number of 
Knights in the clty has been estimated trom 
fitteen to twenty thousand, comprising over 
two hundred commanderies from all sections of 
the country. : 

The twelve divisions of the procession, formed 
in the streéts adjacent .to the Capitol, and, de- 
bouching from the side streets at the signal, 
filed into line and bégan the long march up 
Pennsylivania-avenue. Lhe line of march was 
three 4nd a half miles long, beginning at First 
and B streets, east of the Capitol, thence to F- 
street, down F-street to Penusylvania-avenue, 
at the foot of Capitol Hill, and along Pennsyl- 
vania-avenue past the Treasury Buliding and 
White House to Washington Circle, into K-street, 
and down that street to Mount Vernon-square, 
in front of the White House a stand was erect- 
ed forthe President and one in K-street for 
Graud Master General Charies Koome. 

At 12:30 o’clock President Harrison entered 
the reviewing stand, leauing on tue arm of Sec- 
retary Window. He was followeu by Secre- 
taries Tracy, Noble, and Rusk, Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller, Gen. Schofield, and Gen. Vincent, 
Assistant Adjutant General. They were accom- 
panied by Mrs, Harrison and several friends. 
A few minutes later tue head of the procession 
filed around the corner of Fifteenth-street and 
marched by the reviewing stand, with Presi- 
dant Harrison dofling his hat in response to the 
salutes with which he was constantly greeted. 

Eminent Sir Knight Myron M. Parker, with 
forty-five aides on horseback, six or eight 
abreast, followed by the Washington com- 
manderies, headed the procession. They were 
accompanied by the Marine Band. Secretary 
Blaine, who entered the siand at this moment 
and bowed to the assembled multitude, was en- 
thusiastically welcomed. The De Molay Com- 
mandery of the District, preceded by a squad of 
mounted buglers, made «a fine impression It 
was tollowed by a procession of carriages, the 
foremost of which contained Grand Commander 
Roome. 

The second division was headed by the Com- 
mander, the Right Kminent Sjr Knight Nicholas 
Van Slick of Rhode Island, with Sir Knight 
Samuel C. Lawrence as his chief of statf. St 
Johns Commandery, No. 1, of Providence, R, I., 
had the right of line of this division. They were 
nearly all tail, fine-looking men and marched 
with the regularity of step of veteran soldiers. 
Boston Commandery, No. 2,and Washington 
Commandery, No. 4, of Newport, R. L, followed. 
The Worcester Commandery, with plain biack 
uniforms and black chapeaus, presented a 
marked contrast to the other bedies. Spring- 
field Commandery, No. 6, and other command- 
eries from tiis section of the State made a tine 
appearance.

THE LIGHT-WEIGHT JOCKEY DAY BADLY 
INJURED IN THE FIFTH RACE.

‘AND THEN HE CUT HIS OWN THROAT 


WITH A RAZOR. 


Borrawo, N. Y., Oct. 8.—A murder and sui- 
cide occurred at 43 Main-street at an early hour 
this morning. Charles F. Orris, who resided 
with his mother, Mrs. Mary King, on the third 
story ofthe building, shot her while she was 
asleep and then killed himself by cutting his 
throat from ear to ear with a razor.

I should preter cremation, if possible. Please 
don’t bother our relations about the matter, for 
they have trouble enough. I hope my friends will 
not think the worst of me for this. I am tired of 
living and that is enough.

AN IMPORTANT TAX CASE. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 8.—The Court of Appeals 
heard arguments to-day in a very important 
case under the State corporation taxlaw. The 
action was The People of the State of New-York 
ex rel. Thomas C. Platt, as President of the 
United States Express Company, against Ed- 
ward Wemple, Controller. The appeal was 
from a final order upon a certiorari of the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court, third depart- 
ment, affirming, with costs, an assessment made 
by Controller Wemple of $8,832 38 for taxes 
upon the capital stock of the United States Ex- 
prees Company under Chapter 361, Laws of 
1881, and amendments. This case involves 
the important question whether the capital 
stock of joint stock associations is taxable the 
same as that of corporations under the said 
law, and tpon its decision depends the payment 
ot sony $100,000 additional revenue into the 
Staté Treasury. ' 

All the large Ge type companies are joint-stock 
associations in the nature of partnerships, and 
they have always denied liability and refused 
payment of the franchise or business tax upon 
their capital. Controller Wemple has strenu- 
ously contended that the express companies 
come within the provision of the stutute and 
are liable to pay such taxes, and he levied the 
taxes and issued warrants for their collection, 
The express companies appealed by writ of 
certiorari, This case Will settle the law for all 
such companies. These cases now involve only 
the payment of the back taxes due, as the Con- 
troljer on the last day of the last session of the 
Legislature, by his personal efforts, had the law 
amended so as to inolude all such delinquent 
companies and electric light, heating, an 
power companies among the corporations an 
associations liable to pay the taxes under that | 
law, and ali doubt, therefore, as to future lia-, 
bility is remuved.

FOR STREET OPENINGS. 


MASONRY THAT 
SHOULD BE CUT THROUGH. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Can you not use your influence to wake up that 
honorable body, the Board of Street Opening? 
Having tor @ number of years read in the news- 
paptrs the accounts published from time to time 
regarding their proceedings in the matter of widen- 
ing and extending hlm-street, I felt a desire to at- 
tend one of their meetings, and did so on Feb. 11 
last. I was very much amased by someof the argu- 
iments pro and con, particularly to that part of the 
debate referring to the fact that by widening a 
street there would be some small lots left. .Suppose 
that consideration had had weight with former 
boards, where would Werth, New Canal, South- 
Fifth-avenue, and numerous other streets be that 
everybody will admit have been decided improve- 
ments? 

My visit to the meeting induced me to give the 
Matter further consideration. So I walked care- 
fully over the location referred to. The two long 
blocks bounded by Bleecker, Great Jones, Broad- 
way,and the Bowery are two solid walls of ma- 
sonry, hearly eleven hundred feet long, extending 
across the centre of this narrow city. There are 
four streets that abruptly terminate at Bleewker- 
street, namely, Crosby, Mulberry, Mott, and Eljiza- 
beth. What desoripiion of engineerin was em- 
ployed in such an arrangement as this? Is itany 
wonder that all that section between Broadway, 
the Bowery, Bleecker, and Broome streets is in the 
condition it now is? Is not the remedy plain? 

Pierce those two long blocks (a fifth of a mile 
long) at one point at least, but better at two. Go 
back to that cul-de-sac, Marion-street, which ends 
nowhere, and cut it through to Mulberry and 
Housion streets. Then extend Mulberry from 
Bleecker to Great Jones, opposite Lafayette-place. 
Properly pave all the streets in that locality and 
you will find you have relieved the section referred 
to of the stagnation from which it is now suffering, 
and at the same time relieve Broadway. Pierce 
that dam that prevents the tide of commerce from 
ebbing and flowing. and you will purify the whole 
section, and the cost to the city will be trebly re- 


‘paid by enhanced valuations in a very short period. 


Can you understand why this much is not done? 
It must be done sooner or later, whether Elm-street 
is widened or not. Why will they continue to neg- 
ject that much-needed improvement, while disput- 
ing about streets below Broome-street? Settle that 
later if they cannot agree now.

‘G@REENWALD MUST HANG. 


THE COURT OF APPEALS AFFIRMS HIS 
CONVICTION OF MURDER. 
District Attorney Ridgway of Brooklyn was 





formally notified yesterday that the Court of 
Appeals had affirmed the conviction of John 
' Greenwald, the murderer of Lyman 8. Weeks. 
This appeal was Greenwald's laet hope, and 
nothing remains how but to hang him. He had 
two trials, the first conviction belug set aside 
on technical points. During the interval be- 
tween them one of the principal witmesses for 
the prosecution, Paul Krause, to whom Green- 
wald had confessed the crime, escaped from 


Raymoné Street Jail, but on the second trial a 
conviction was secured without his evidence, 
The murder occurred on the night of Marenhls, 
1887, 

For a time it lookeé as though no trace of the 
assassin would ever be discovered. Inspector 
Byrnes took the case up, and at the expiration 
of a month got on the track of a gang of young 
burglars, with headquarters at 53 Bowery, a 
cheap lodging house. They had made several 
trips to Brookiyn and returned with booty. 
With little trouble it was learned that two of 
them, John Greenwald and “ Butch” Miller had 
been in Brooktyn on March 15. Both were 
arrested, and a few hours later Paul Krause 
and Charles Baker, two friends of Greenwald, 
were locked up. “Krause finally eonfessed that 
Greenwald had told him that he conid not go 
to Brooklyn because ne had Killed “ that man 
in De Kalb-avenue.” 

A TIMEs reporter saw the condemned man at 
the jail yesterday and found him furious with 
rage at the tinal decision in his case. He said 
he would appeal to.Guv. Hili for clemency, 
* Butch” Miller, charged with complicity in the 
crime, was recently discharged, the District At- 
torney not having sufficient evidence upon 
whieh to convict.

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The Signal Service Bureau report. indicates 
Yor to-day, in this city, fair weather. 

Connecticut is to be added to the list of 
States which have refused by overwhelm- 
ing majorities to incorporate prohibition 
in their Constitutions. It was submitted to 
a vote at the annual town elections on 
Monday, and there is no pretense that 
either party organization worked specially 
for its defeat. There was a fair taking of 
the public judgment on the-question, and 
it was adverse to an overwhelming extent. 
Another matter of exceptional interest in 
these town elections was the first applica- 
tion of the new ballotlaw. Itis far from 
being a perfect measure, but it does practi- 
rally secure a secret ballot and protect 
the voter from intimidating and corrupt- 
jng influences. It seems to have worked 
without friction or confusion, and the re- 
suit is a vindication of the principle on 
which it is based. Among the noticeable 
effects is the increase of the Democratic 
vote in certain manufacturing towns where 
Republican employers have been wont to 
coerce their workmen on election days. 
There are, however, many evidences of 
Democratic gains in the State which are 
not to be attributed to the new ballot law. 
There are plenty of reasons for them, but 
the law is calculated to protect men in the 








right to vote as they please, free from press- 
ure of any kind, and that is favorable to 
the purity of elections, whatever may be 


the effect upon parties.

his pdrishioners have been in the habit of 
sending their children to the public schools 
on week days and to his Sunday school on 
Sundays. This seems to be a plan that 
would commend itself to persons who were 
at once good Catholics and good citizens of 
combining secular with religious instruc- 
tion. To Father NasH it seoms otherwise. 
He has a large parochial school, and in 
order to secure a better attendance upon it, 
he refuses to allow those children who at- 
tend the public schools to join his Sunday 
school. That is to say, a child which has no 
religious instraction on six days of the week 
shall have none onthe seventh. Though 
Father Nasu repels this construction, it is 
clearly a fair one, and his action appears to 
be animated not so much by a desire to 
promote the spiritual welfare ef his parish- 
ioners as by a desire to make a good show- 
ing for his parochial school. 


The sixtieth Mormon conference now in 
session does not appear to be a whit wiser 
than the fifty-nine which have preceded it. 
White ambition for Statehood has seized on 
all the other Territories, Utah, which may 
have by this time nearly a quarter of a 
million of people, and certainly has mining, 
grazing, and other resources more than 
sufficient to support a State Government, is 
still kept back by the folly and fanaticism 
of a few Mormon leaders who probably do 


not represent the real sentiments of their 


own flock. So far as can be judged from 
the actual practice, polygamy is not a popu- 
lar institution among the Mormons. It has 
been estimated that even before the recent 
rigid prosecutions, only one in sixteen of 
their men were practical polygamists. Yet 
the Church of Latter Day Saints clings to 
it as a “saving ordinance,” and at the 
opening of the present conference the 
octogenarian President of the Church took 
particular pains.to repeat that it was a Di- 
vine revelation, and in spite of all resulting 
perils and inconveniences would continue 
te be maintained. This is rather hard on 
the majority, since so long as the doctrine 
is thus defended and its practice enjoined 
Utah will be kept out of the Union of 
States. But probably in time the element 
in the Mormon Church that cares nothing 
for plural marriage will insist on abolishing 
it, even if Mormonism itself perishes in the 
struggle, and then regenerated Utah will 
become a State. 








When STANLEY arrives on the Zanzibar 
coast he will learn that the decline of Brit- 
ish influence there, which he pointed out 
and lamented when he visited that region 
to prepare for his Emin Bey relief expedition, 
has not only been checked, but to a large 
extent repaired. The Sultan has madesuch 
concessions to the British East Africa Com- 
pany at Lamu and north of it that the Ger- 
man East Africa Company is demanding 
compensation. The concessions include the 
full governmental control of the island of 
Lamu and of four important ports north- 
ward, so that the coast line of the company 
is now about seven hundred miles long, ex- 
tending, in fact, as far asWarsheikh. This 
covers the region through which Dr. PETERS 
was anxious to make his movement for the 
rescue of EMIN; but apparently the would- 
be rescuers have “soured on” the brave 
Governor, for the Germans suggest that he 
has been engaged by STANLEY to act as 
equatorial agent for the British Company 
in establishing a line of traffic between the 
great lakes and the Zanzibar coast. It must 
be admitted that STaNLEY’s exit eastward 
and not by way of the Congo, together 
with the fact that-Sir W. MACKINNON, who 
is a chief figurein the British East Africa 
Cempany, was also one of the strongest 
backers of STANLEY’S expedition, gives 
some color of plausibility to the German 
surmise. At all events, the acquisition of 
Lamu, the third most important port on the 
coast, with its control of the commerce of 
the river Tana, is a successful stroke. 


PROBLEMS OF THE WORLDS FAIR. 

If the World’s Fair is to held in this city 
in 1892 itis certain that there must be a 
general co-operation to that end on the 
part of the citizens of New-York, the munic- 
ipality, and the State and National Gov- 
ernments. This must not be regarded as a 
mere private enterprise. It is in the highest 
sense a public undertaking and it must have 
public aid and support, and there must be a 
willingness to make reasonable sacrifices in 
its behalf. Tho benefits to be derived from 
it will be shared by the whole Nation and all 
its people; the State will receive a propor- 
tionately larger share, and the city will be 
benefited most of all. That New-York is 
the proper place for a great international 
exhibition does not admit of doubt, and 
there are no obstacles in the way of provid- 
ing for it here that cannot be readily over- 
come, if there is a general co-operation of 
the people and of the authorities. 

The two chief problems to be solved are 
those ef providing funds and of providing a 
site for the necessary buildings with appro- 
priate sugroundings. The report made to 
the Finance Cemmittee yesterday by its 
Executive Committee and unanimously 
adopted gives every reason for confidence 
that there will be no serious difficulty in 
raising funds. For obvious reasons a spe- 
cific plan cannot be safely announced until 
it is known approximately what the re- 

‘quirements are to be. In all the great 
‘World’s Fairs heretofore held the Jand occu- 
pied has been furnished by public authori- 
ties and has not in itself been an item of 
expense. In this city in order to get 
@ favorable location if may be neces- 
sary to acquire private property to seme 
extent, possibly to a large extent. The 
city is forbidden by the State Constitution 
to make direct appropriation or lend its 


and its power to givo financial aid to a 
World’s Fair organization is thereby re- 
stricted. It may, however, permit the use 
of its own property, and there is nothing 
to prevent it from acquiring land for its 





credit to any association or corporation,’ 


necessary. This isa way in which it may 
be called upon to give assistance to the 
great project from which it is to derive so 
much benefit, and it ought to give every 
assistance that would be legitimate and 
legal. ! 

The city can give aid in furnishing or 
helping to furnish the land necessary for a 
site, and it should be ready to give what- 
ever assistance in this way may be found 
requisite. The State cannot loan or give 
its credit, but it can use its authority with- 
in constitutional limits to remove obstacles 
and facilitate the undertaking, and it is 
reasonable to expect both from the State 
and the municipality every assistance that 
they are at liberty to give with due regard 
for the general interests of the public. 
If such assistance can be relied upon 
there will be no difficulty in raising 
funds for buildings and administra- 
tive expenses. While the Finance 
Committee is not prepared to. an- 
mounce any specific plan until it is known 
whether land must be acquired by pur- 
chase or lease, and if so at what expense, 
or until the general scheme is sufficiently 
matured to indicate the limit of cost, it 
does present the outline of the method to 
be adopted. Money will be raised by the 
sale of bondsor other evidences of peeun- 
iary interest in the enterprise and a pre- 
liminary guarantee fund is to be sub- 
scribed, to be ultimately represented in 
stock.» The amount proposed for this is 
$5,000,000, and it presents at once an op- 
portunity for exhibiting the readiness of 
the people to support the undertaking. 


Everything is kept more or less in abey- 
ance by the uncertainties regarding the 
site. Fortunately, if the difficulty of ac- 
quiring allthe space required within the 
limits already laid down by the committee 
having that matter in charge are found to 
beso great as to imperil the project by de- 
lay or conflict, it is not impossible to make 

provision elsewhere. But there are several 
suggestions upon this subject which should 
receive due consideration. The desirability 
of making additions to the public park 
area in that logality is one of them. Then 
it has been suggested that the customary 
multiplication and scattering of the build- 
ings for exhibition purposes is not neces- 
sary. The articles of display could be con- 
centrated in one vast structure and under 
a single roof, with due provision for 
access, light, ventilation, and the cir- 
culation and entertainment of vis- 
itors. Moreover, the usual low struct- 
ures spreading over much ground in 
proportion to their capacity may not be 

the perfection of exhibition buildings. It 
is perhaps feasible to rise more in the air 
and utilize several levels within the same 
building considering the recent improve- 

ments in construction and the use of eleva- 

tors, These things are to be considered in 

connection with the question of the ground 

area to be occupied. 7 


At the meeting of the General Com- 
mittee to-morrow there will be a bring- 
ing together of the preliminaries of this 
great work, and. it is possible that 
some new and definite points of departure 
may be established for the committees hav- 
ing different branches of the enterprise in 
charge. Thereisan accumulating force of 
interest and of stimulus to effort which will 
surely bring matters into practical shape 
very soon and push all the problems to so- 
lution. Before the meeting of Congress 
New-York will be able to present its pro- 
posalsin a shape to invite prompt and fa- 
vorable action. 





THE BLAINE MYTH. 


We noted yesterday some curious cop- 
ments by the London Spectator as to what 
it calls ‘“‘one object of Mr. BLAINE’s pol- 
icy” which he “is gteadily pursuing,” viz., 
the establishment of a protectorate. by this 
country over all the countries south of us, 
the first step toward which is to be free 
trade among all the parties concerned. 
Though we do not recall any comments on 
Mr. BLAINE’s connection with American 
affairs that have gone to quite so amusing 
an extent of error as these, it is mot un- 
common to meet with those that show as 
complete a misconception of Mr. BLAINE’s 
placé and influence in American affairs. 
Foreign writers, and for that matter some 
of his own country who ought to know bet- 
ter, refer to Mr. BLAINE as they might to 
BISMARCK or to Lord SALISBURY, and clear- 
ly have an idea that it is within his power, 
and probably within his intention, to carry 
out a peculiar policy of his own—of great 
importance to the United States and of a 
good deal of importance to the rest-of the 
world. ; 

This very erroneous idea is due in part to 
what Mr. BLAINE has induced his admirers 
in the United States to believe, or, at least, to 
say about him, and in part to what he is in 
the habit of saying, and perhaps believes, 
aboat himself. He has managed to create 
in many minds the impression that he is the 
greatest of Americans; not only that he is 
the greatest among Americans, but that he 
is possessed in an extraordinary degree of a 
rather vague but very valuable quality of 
mind and character that is taken as Ameri- 
canism. When he was in the State Depart- 
ment before we were constantly told by him 
and by his organs that he enforced an 
American policy. When he was running 
for the office of President his chief claim 
was that he would give us an American 
Administration, as if we were in danger of 
having an Abyssinian or Esquimau Ad- 
ministration from any other candidate. 
Now that he is backin the State Depart- 
ment our attention is fatigued with appeals 
to take note of his American way of man- 
aging things, the American objects he is 
pursuing, and the way in which he is ad- 
vancing something called American pres- 
tigeabroad. All this has some effect. We 
sheuld be sorry from a business point of 
view if it did not, for it is as elaborate and 
ingenious advertising as we have ever seen, 
and it ought to convince any dealer in any 
article, no matter how little its intrinsic 
value or how little it may really be wanted 
by the public, that if he will only advertise 
it enough and in the right way hecan get 
up a wide reputation for it, and may be 
able to profit by it. ars

Buarnz is in no sense a representative 
American. He has the energy of Ameri- 
cans, but not their staying power; he has 
their shrewdness, but not their common 
sense; he has their ingenuity in some ways, 
but not their foresight or grasp of what 
they have in hand, and, most of all, he lacks 
their general honesty of purpose, fairness 
toward others, and self-respect. Of his pri- 
vate character we cannot expect foreigners 
to come to any very just conclusion. But 
if they will take the trouble to read the 
published records of his administration in 
the State Department they will readily see 
either that he by no means embodies the 
ideal or possesses the average character of 
American statesmen, or else that American 
statesmen in the conduct of foreign affairs 
are not likely to do any harm except to 
themselves and their own country. They 
will find that he takes a peculiarly shallow 
and un-American view of the transactions 
in which he is engaged, and that witha 
great deal of talk, which is somewhat an 
American habit, he betrays a good deal of 
irresolution and something very like cow- 
ardice, which, we flatter ourselves, are not 
American qualities. If wemay beallowed a 
slang phrase, which is in itself very ex- 
pressive, and which embodies a very gen- 
eralidea of Mr. BLAINE at the present time 
in this country, he does not seem “to get 
there.” When he was in the State Depart- 
ment in President GARFIELD’s Administra- 
tion he undertook to bully two of our 
neighbors to the south which are undoubt- 


‘edly far less powerful than the United 


States. That, we regret to say, is not 
without precedent in the history of our 
State Department. Butewhat is absolutely 
without precedent is that Mr. BLAINE was 
snubbed by both these powers, and in a 
way that must have been very trying in- 
deed, and took the snub very patiently and 
submissively, even goingso far as to spare 
his countrymen the pain of knowing about 
it for along while. In the present enter- 
prise—the Pan-American Congress—he may 
succeed better. He has not made his plans 
very clear te the public yet, if he has 
formed them definitely in his own mind. 
But if the congress should turn out to be 
only a device for securing. subsidies to 
steamships and railways, we are sorry to 
say that a good many Americans would not 
be disappointed, and may add that it would 
be only one more in the long list of Mr. 
BLAINE’s brilliant failures. 








PRESIDENT LOW, 


The effect upon that part of the commun- 
ity specially interested! in education of the 
election of Mr. SerH Low to the Presidency 
of Columbia College has doubtless been in 
large part a surprise. The name of Mr. 
Low, or of any man like Mr. Low, would 
not be apt to occur spontaneously to an 
educated man casting about in his mind for 
the most eligible person for the vacancy. 
The common expectation has been that the 
most eminent scholar who could be found 
disengaged or tempted from his existing 
engagement would be chosen, whether he 
were to be found in this country or abroad. 
Instead of that the Trustees have selected a 
gentleman who is not known asa specialist, 
nor even as ascholar, but whose standing 
is that of an enlightened, energetic, and 
public-spirited man of affairs. 


There is undoubtedly much to be said for 
the view of the matter that the Trustees 
have taken, and it is one on which the gov- 
erning bodies of very many American col- 
leges have acted of late years. Instruggling 
colleges the ability of a man to raise 
money, either by force of his personal 
character or of his connections, is as im- 
portant a qualification for the Presidency as 
in struggling parishes it has come to be for 
the clergyman. Columbia, of course, is as 
far as possible from this condition, 
but for this very reason its ‘“tem- 
poralities” are of the utmost importance. 
In fact, the extent and tke nature of its 
possessions make it a very important com- 
mercial corporation. The Trustees can 
scarcely be expected to give even so much 
attention to its affairs as is devoted by the 
Directors of commercial corporations, con- 
ducted with the express view of making 
money, to the operations in which they are 
pecuniarily interested, and it is notorious 
that the personal attention of Directors is 
a frail reliance for the safe conduct of such 
corporations. It is really necessary that 
the executive head of such an institution as 
.Columbia should possess that kind of ad- 
ministrative ability which Mayor Low so 
conspicuously showed. 

In fact, the qualifications of the President 
of a great college are qualities rather of 
business than of scholarship. Of course it 
is essential that he should be a cultivated 
man, with a deep and intelligent interest in 
the problems of education, that.grow more 
complicated with every extension of the 
field of knowledge. This field tends to be- 
come subdivided into more and more 
minute specialties, so that the ideal of a 
college President, from the academic view, 
that of aman who knows.more of each pro- 
fessor’s specialty than is known to the pro- 
fessor himself, has become quite unattaina- 
ble. When WHEWELL was Master of Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge, he perhaps came as 
near attaining it as the limitation of the 
human faculties will permit. Ever since 
WHEWELL’s time, however, the difficulty 
of covering the whole field has increased 
enormously, and even in WHEWELL’s time 
there was truth as well as wit in the sar- 
casm that ‘science was his forte and 
omniscience was his foible.” ‘ MrLu’s defini- 
tion of culture meets more nearly the re- 
quirements of the President of a modern col- 
lege on this side. He should know some one 
thing perfectly and know enough of other 
things to know who are the men that know 
them better. The universal specialist like 
WHEWELL cannot be had, and if he could, 
he would certainly be unfitted for his 
duties.as a practical administrator. Much 
more would the yenerable and erudite 
clergyman, who has been oftener sought 
for the Presidency of American colleges 
than any other person. Itis not by either 
a prodigy of learning or by an honored 
patriarch that an American college is to be 
extended and transformed into a real uni- 
versity. That is the problem now before

higher education. It has been said that if 
you are the only man in the world who 
wishes to study up some subject, by going 
to Berlin you can tind a man to teach it to 
you, and thisisa very fair definition of a 
university. Its success must depend, of 
course, upon the ability and zeal of the 
teaehing corps, but it 1s by no means neces- 
sary that the President should himself be 
one of this body or even competent to take 
the place of one of them. It is necessary 
that he should know enough to judge, in a 
general way, how their work is going on, 
and that he should have a decided admin- 
istrative. capacity. It may very well be 
that Mr. Low will come much nearer-fill- 
ing the requirements of his new place-than 
‘any Man more distinctively known as a 
scholar. 


STEAM HEAT AND CAR STOVES. 


The Railroad Commissioners ofthis State 
are not unmindful of the approach of the 
season when the law concerning the heat- 
ing of passenger cars should be enforced. 
On Monday lastthey granted an extension 
of time until Nov. 1 to one company, the 
Central New-England and Western, that 
has on hand the material required for steam- 
heating equipment and intends thatit shall 
be in use before that-date. As the Pullman 
Company showed that only eighteen of its 
cars used in this State were not yet equipped 
with steam heaters, an extension until the 
same date was allowed in this case. 

Under the requirements of a law enact. 
ed last year and the instructions of the 
Commissioners in that State, the railroad 
companies of Massachusetts have made 
notable progress in the work of substitut- 
ing safe heat for stove heat. The Boston 
and Albany Company heats by steam all 
cars over which it has control, that is, all 
cars not used on connecting roads where 
the change has not been made. It is well 
known that the richest railroad corpora- 
tion in New-England—the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Company—has per- 
sistently refused to take the stoves out 
of its cars. It has defied the law of this 
State touching this subject, and for that 
reason has been made defendant in a suit 
brought by Attorney General Tasor. 
Owing to the attitude of this company 
toward an excellent reform the Boston and 
Albany Company has been unable to use 
steam heat in the cars of its through trains 
from Boston to this city with one exception. 
The’ trains of the Old Colony Road on long 
routes will be heated by steam this Winter, 
and also those on the Western Division of 
the Boston and Maine Road. All trains on 
the Fitchburg Road will be warmed in the 
same way, and all of the passenger cars to be 
used on the New-England Road have been 
equipped with the steam-heating appa- 
ratus. 

In answer to the complaint of the Com- 
missioners in this State that the New-Ha- 
ven Company had net complied with the 
law, President CLaRK of that company 
wrote last Winter: 


“‘This company would heat its cars by-steam 
from the locomotive without regard te statu- 
tory requirement if it could be done with satety. 
To use steam from the locomotive it must be 
conducted through the whole length of the 
train. The ordinary pressure in a locomotive 
boiler varies from 100 to 160 pounds per square 
inch. By every system proposed a spring in a 
reducing valve is the only protection passen- 
gers have against the existence of this danger- 
ous pressure in any car. With this pressure 
any accident or deféct in the pipe or fitting al- 
lowing the escape of steam in the car will in- 
stanily destroy every life within tl. We believe 
that this will happen if the attempt to heat 
passenger cars with steam from the locomotive 
is persisted in.” 


This ‘is one of the “facts” mentioned in 
another part of the letter ‘‘in view of 
which” the company “ will avoid the risks 
inseparable from the use of steam.from the 
locomotive for heating its passenger cars.” 

We are informed that the company holds 
the same opinions for use in the coming 
season. Surely it is remarkable that this 
terrible danger has not been seen by the 
New-York Central and the many other com- 
panies that used steam heat frem the loco- 
motive last Winter. The Massachusetts 
Commissioners were foremost in giving of- 
ficial approval fo the method of heating 
from the locomotive, and their last annual 
report deals effectively with this plea that 
passengers may be killed by escaping steam. 
Experiments were made by the board. We 
quote from a review of the report in the 
Engineering News: 

“The alleged fearful dangers from a broken 
steam pipe, which we have contended frem the 
first were purely imaginary, were disproved in 
the most effective way possible—by a practical 
test. A car was fitted up, and a 14-inch steam 
pipe opened at once to its full extent about six 
inches above the floor, pointing across the car, 
al] dvors and windows being closed and about 
half the ventilators open, as usual. It was 
found that it would not burn the hand hela 
directly in frontof the pipe three feet off. The 
experiment was tried with all pressures 
from eighty pounds down. With = eighty 
pounds the hand had. to be held five feet 
off, but the pressure fell very rapidly, and ‘all 
the passengers except the person in the direct 
line of the steam, (who had to move his feet a 
few inches only to escape,) even if the doors 
and windows were kept closed, could retain 
their sedts with perfect impunity and but 
trifling discomfort until the coupling was dis- 
connected or the steam shut off.’ The experi- 
ments usually continued about two and a half 
minutes and ‘the car was simply uncomfort- 
ably warm. There was no danger at any time in 
walking through the oar, stepping over the jet 
of ateam.’” 

Mr. CLark has been misled. There must 
be other reasons to account for the hostile 
attitude of subordinate officers in his com- 
pany toward steam-heating apparatus and 
their clinging affection for a stove with hot 
coals in it, We suspect that if the road 
were subjected to competition with re- 
spect to the passenger traflic out of this 
city eastward, it would soon look with 
favor upon the use of steam from the loco- 
motive.

NORMAN W. WHEELER. 
Norman W. Wheeler, for many years prom 
inent in mechanical engineering and marine 
architecture in this city, died on Monday night 
at his home on Lee-avenue, Brooklyn, in the 
sixtieth year of his age. Mr. Wheeler was born 
in the year 1829 in the western part of this 
State. His early life was spent in Wisconsin 


and Ohio, where he learned the trade of ma- 
chinist. “During his busier days he invented 
many of the most important improvements in 
the steam pumps now in use. In the early part 
of the civil war he designed the engines and 
other machinery of the ill-fated doubie-turreted 
United States iron-clad ram Keokuk, which sank 
during tne first attack by a Federal fleet on 
Charleston. Later he designed all the new 
transports built for the United States Govern- 
ment by the cramps of Philadelphia. 

After the war he became identified with 
Marine interests on the great lakes, and de- 
signed some of ap most successful of the huge 
iron vessels built by the Union Dry Dock Com- 
pany of Buffalo, In politics Mr. Wheeler was 4n 
active Republican. During the past two years his 
health had been failing, and although his death 
was sudden he had known that the end was not 
far off, Mr. Wheeler was a widower and leaves 
three daughters, all adults, one of whom 1s mar- 
ried. He will be buried from St. Mark’s Epis- 
copal Church, corner of Bedford-avenue and 
South Fifth-street, Brooklyn, E. D., at 2:30 P. 
M. to-day. The interment will be in Greenwood. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Joseph Everett Nourse, United States Navy, died 
at his home, in Georgetown, D.C., yesterday. He 
was born in Washington April 17, 1819, of old Rev- 
olutionary stock. He was uated at Jefferson 
College in 1837, and became Principal of Ritten- 
hous6é Academy, Washington, and was licensed as a 
Presbyterian preacher. From 1850 to 1864 he was 
Professor of Ethics and English Studies in the Unit. 
ed States Naval Academy, and in 1864 was commis. 
a sioned Professor of Mathematics. He served at the 
Naval Observatory. in Washington, and at other 
stations until 1881, when he was retired. He Tep- 
resented the United States Government at the In- 
ternational Geographical Congress that met in Paris 
in 1875, and was the author of several volumes on 
scientific subjects. 

Judge Bunce, as he was familiarly called, died at 
his home in Port Huron, Mich., yesterday. Had he 
lived until Nov. 14 next be would have been 102 
years old. His fyll name was Zephaniah Webster 
Bunce. He was born at Hartford, Conn. The fa- 
mous ‘‘Charter Oak” stood on what was the original 
Bunce farm. Judge Bunce occupied many public 
offices. He rose to the bench of the St. Clair County 
Court, Michigan, in 1534, and held the Judgeship 
for fifteen years thereafter. He was a member of 
the Territorial Legislature from 1821 to 1824,

A NEW TELESCOPE FOR HARVARD. 

Boston, Oct. 8.—A new telescope has just 
been completed by Alvan Clark & Sons for the 
Harvard observatory. It will be used for pho- 


tographing stars. The instrument is now in 
position at the observatory. It is adjusted to 
cover & stellar region about ten degrees square. 
The lens had been in use previously in an in: 
strument bearing the name of “ Voigtlander und 
Sohn, Wien.,”’ and the number 20,000. Its diam- 
eter iseightinches. The Clarks have ound 
it and changed the color correction, also the 
spherical aberration, improving the glass and 
apting it to its new use. 

Seed plates, 8 by 10 inches, are used for the 
photographic work. The telescope is equato- 
Tiaily mounted, and its movements are con- 
trolled by driving clockwork, which is in com- 
munication with a chronometer in the main 
observatory. The new telescope is paid for 
from the Draper fund, and is a valuable addi- 
beens Soe: the astronomical department of the uni- 
versity.

JERSEY OITY. 

@HE MACHINE WAS WELL OILED AND 

WORKED SMOOTHLY, BUT ONE NOMI- 

NEE MADE A HAZARDOUS SPEECH. 


The ring Democracy of Hudson County, N. 
J., held two conventions in Jersey City yes- 
terday, oneinthe afternoon and the other in 
the evening. Both were unanimous and har- 
monious as ring conventions are apt to be. 

The afternoon convention, over whicn Henry 
Wolff presided, nominated the following candi- 
dates:

Edwards declined the nomination, as it was 
understood he would do, and the convention 
then nominated Edward F. McDonald, as had 
been arranged beforehand. This was done with 
the same unanimity that characterized the mak- 
ing of the original nominations. 

During the afternoon convention, besides 
naming the above slate, four sets of resolutions 
Were adoptea and several speeches were made, 
yetso well oiled were the wheels of the ma- 


chine that the session only lasted about one 
hour. The so-called leaders were on hand, and 
saw to it that business was dispatched with ex- 
vedition. 

The resolutions form a chapter in themselves, 
and are chiefly signiticant because the nominee 
for Senator himself squarely opposed the prin- 
cipal ones. The reguiar piattorm of the con- 
vention, besides indorsing Abbett.and the prin- 
ciples of Jetierson, declared tor ‘ such reform 
in the election laws of the State as will guaran- 
tee the absolute secrecy and purity of the ballot 
and the pupispment of all who corrupt or in- 
timidate voters, or nullify the will of the people 
expressed in their ballots when cast.” 

Later a resolution from the Hudson County 
Ballot Reform Association, presented by J. 
A. Cornell, was adopted, instructing the can- 
didate tor Senator, if elected, to favor ‘a geL- 
uine ballot-reform bill, embracing the essential 
features of an absolutely secret baliot, an of- 
ficial ticket, printed and distributed at the ex- 
pense of the State, and the right of nomina- 
tion by petition.” . : 

Mr. McDonald, however, in his speech accept- 
ing the Senatorial nomination declared emphat- 
icaily against the Australian ballot system and 
in favor of sticking to the system under which 
* Jetierson, Jackson, Lincoin, and Vilden were 
elected tothe Presiiency.” If any change at 
all was made, McDonald further said, it must 
have no foreign flavor about it, but must be an 
American system or a New-Jersey system. 

What he meant by “a New-Jersey system” 
it was afterward suggested, was the Jersey 
City system—that is, the system by which the 
ballot boxes are stuited betore the voting be- 


gins. 

“Tf elected Senator,” he continued, ‘I shali 
be for my party first and.for the public and the 
general good of tie people alierward.” A voice 
Geciarea “ Good for you, Eadie,” and there was 
loud applause. 

The resolutious indorsed Senator Edwards, 
and expressed sorrow at the death of Augustus 
A. Hardenvergh The ring men possivly did 
not know that Mr. Hardenbergh was openly 
against them, and would have been active 1D 
the campaign warring against them had nis life 
and heaith continued. 

The evening convention was even much 
briefer than that of the afternoon. It did noi 
last fifteen minutes. James F. Gannon was 
made Chairman and a resolution was adopted 
indorsing the nomiuees of the afternoon. Then 
a Hoboken delegate made a speech, presentiux 
as @ candidate for Director at Large August M. 
Bruggemann of his town. No other name was 
suggested and Mr. Bruggemann was nomi- 
nated by acclamation. Adjournment followeu 
apeedily. 

Mine nominations excited a good deal of dis- 
cussiou about Jersey City last evening. ue 
withdrawal of Edwards for the Senutorsbip is 
not fully understood, but by many is thought 
to be one or the results of the anti-ring move- 
ment. Others say the liquor dealers preferre. 
McDonaid, aud the ring maue this convess.on tu 
them and forced Edwards out. It is tolerably 
certain that the latter would have been one oi 
the weakest caudidates that could have been 
puc in the field, vecause of the nearly unlversu: 
belief that he bargained to put through tue 
ring charter of Jersey City, bis consideratiou 
being the office of Corpuration Counsel, which 
he now holds. 

The anti-ring men have used this damaging 
fact with effect already, and it appears to be 
about enough in itself to defeat his re-election. 
it 1s not unlikely, therefore, that putting him 
aside was an act of discretiop which was clearly 
the better part of valor. The discredit of the 
aileged bargain *will be likely to stick to Ed- 
wards, however, as long as he is in politics. 

In nominating McDonala in his place the ring 
gets @ new man who, though he showed him- 
seif in his speech in the convention utterly 
unfit to be Senator, yet has not te carry the sins 
of Edwards. The ring probably believed they 
might do something toward dieintograuing the 
anti-ring movement. Whether it met with any 
success Will doubtless be indicated by the Anti- 
Ring County Convention, which meets on BSat- 
urday. 

McDonald was once a machinist, but got into 
politics and went to the Assembly, serving there 
two terms. Recently he nas been Treasurer of 
the town of Harrison and has had no other oc- 
cupation. In 1884 the Democrats nominated 
him for Presidential Elector, but he soon after 
came out for Ben Butler and nad to be removed 
from the Democratic ticket. 

ln that campaizn he made speeches in Jersey 
City and elsewhere, denouncing the Democrats 
with great vehemence for stufling ballot boxes, 
and declared both the old parties to be hopeless- 
ly corrupt. : 

In now announcing his regularity so forcibly 
and declaring against ballot reform in its only 
tangible shape, he repudiates his Own words 
and acts of 1884 and adopts a course which h- 
and everybody krows to be inconsistent. 

McLoughlin, the nominee for County Clerk, is, 
next to Davis, the leading Democratic boss. 
He has got rich in politics, and since he has 
been County Clerk has succeeded in having the 
fees raised, so that the office is more profitable 
to him and more costiy to the people than ever 
before. i 

Fielder, who is nominated for Register, 1s 
better recarded than most ringsters. He has 
shown good qualities in the past and some in- 
dependence of character. But heis dependent 
ov his official income, and it is supposed has 
not courage to break with the men with whom 
he is obliged politically to train. 

August M. Bruggemann, who is nominated 
for Director at Large, is a real estate and insur- 
ance agent of Hoboken. The office is a new and 
important one. Its incumbent will preside over 
the Board of Freeholders. Heretofore the Free- 
holders have chosen their own presiding ot- 
ficer, but the new law reducing the num- 
ber of Freeholders from twenty to eleven, 
doubling their salaries, and putting their 
election in the Fall instead of the Spring, pro- 
vides for a President of the board to be elected 
py the county at large. The whole move is un- 
doubtedly in the interest of the ring, one of its 
objects being to make easy the election of Boss 
Davis to the office of Jail Keeper when his te:m 
as Sheriff expires, ‘ 

Both of the conventions yesterday are spoken 
of as attracting fewer spectators and exciting 
far less interest than Democratic conventions 
neualily do. This fact natufally strengthens in 
pome minds the pelief that the ring 1s losing its

che Republican and anti-ring Democratic 
conferrees will meet to-morrow, when it will 
probably be determined whether a coalition 
against the ring can be made. “It itis made it 
will doubtless be houorable to both parties. Its 
main object will be to put the stony f afiairs in 
honest hands, and break the power of the plun- 
flerers.

MoKenna had furnished waier pipe to .the city 
for about four years, having been the lowest 
vidder at every letting, and as he had always 
furnished the material requiréd, with prompt 
éeliveries in quantities stipulated, the rejection 
of bis bid was not at all to his liking. 

A simple presentation of the tracts as above 
stated convineed the Board of Finance and Tax- 
ation that an explanation was necessary.

OUR SOUTHERN GUESTS. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN DELEGATES 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE AND MAINE, 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Oct. 8.—The interna- 
tional excursion party last night, for the first 
time in the experience of many of the delegates 
and attachés of the International Aweri- 
can Congress, slept in the cars of the 
special train. The. train remained in 
the Boston and Maine Railroad station 
until 2 o’clock in the morning, when it 
was run, slowly and without jolting, to Man- 
chester, and the members of the party opened 
their eyes in the State of New-Hampshire, the 
seventh of the great American commonwealths 
which they have entered. At the station were 
Senator Blair, Mayor Varney, Messrs. Means, 
Carpenter, Blood, and others, representing the 
xreat corporations of Manchester. These gen- 
ulemen cordially welcomed the congress and in 
carriages the guests were driven through the 
business part of the town. 

Lhe foreign visitors heard with amazement 
that in this comparatively swall city 500,000 
spindles were whirling and 14,000 looms weav- 
ing miles per day of fabrics of ail kinds. The 
workings of the milling machinery were fully 
explained by the committee. Sportly after noon 


the delegates left Manchester on their way to 
Portlana, Me, : 


PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 8,—From the display of 
Manchester’s combined product of manufacture 
each foreign delegate took away samples and 


price lists. When the special train had started 
on its four hours’ journey to this city the sam- 
pies of goods and cloths that had been secured 
were spread out. The secretaries were then 
employed in writing quick brief memoranda 
and comments dictated by their chiefs, ana, as 
the work Went forward, the impressions or re- 
marks of the delegates concerning ,each of the 
various products, when committed to paper, 
were fastened to the. respective samples and 
packed away for reference and-for future use. 

The train arrived in Portlana a trifle ahead of 
schedule time, at 4 o’clock. At the Union Sta- 
tion carriages had been provided, and the ex- 
cursionists started On a arive around the city. 
Citizens of all degrees seemed to be fully 
awake to the character of the visitation. Fiags 
floated from many buiidings, public and pri- 
vate; almost every window on the route was 
iilled with faces, hats were raised, handker- 
chiefs fluttered, and the children turned out in 
uumbers. Just at dusk the Falmouth House 
was reached, and the guests were escorted to 
the reception rooms, Where Mayor Homer 8. 
Melcher, assisted vy Chairman John P. Hobbs 
and a committee of about forty citizens, wel- 
comed them and made them acquainted with 
the people of Portland. Senator Hale and 
Representative Nelson Dingley were among. 
the first callers, aud found among the foreign 
delegates some whom they had met at dipio- 
matic receptions. 

Besides those already named there were pres- 
ent at the dinner which followed the reception 
Congressmen Dingley and Boutelle and Judge 
Webb of the United States Court. There were 
at the tables over two hundred persons, inolud- 
ing the excursionists. Many of the Portland 
men present were merchants, many of whom 
are interested in the shipping of lumber from 
Maine to the Argentine Kepuplic, Uruguay, and 
Paraguay. To every delegate a Portiand gen- 
tleman was named as an eseort to the banquet 
ball, and as so assigned they sat at table. There 
was not a little talk during dinner about recip- 
rocal trade. Speeches were made by Mayor 
Meicher, who extended, in behalf of the citizens 
vi Poruand, a hearty welcome to the visitors; 
sepator Hale, Cuarles R. Flint, of the American 
delegation; Sefor Mendonca of Brazil, A. A. 
8trout of the Portland Board of Trade, and Dr.

GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 8.—The lake freight season 
now drawing to a close has been a successiul 
and profitable one. Some complaint is made as 
to the falling offin.the freighting of coal West, 
but{the business to the seaboard has been so 


brisk and steady that the coal trade and its 
loss makes but a slight difference on tbe whole. 

fhe Chicago market has done @ very large 
business in the Way of shipping corn and oats to 
the seaboard and this trade has been very 
profitable and satisfactory. The amount of 
corn sent East this year by navigation tbrough 
Chicago will amount to an average of about 
3,000,000 busheis a week, or an aggregate of 
about 100,000,000 bushels for the season. 
About 6,000,000 tons of ore from Michigan and 
Wieconsin has been sent Kast over the lakes, an 
excess of 2,000,000 tons over the shipments of 
last year. 

The foreign markets have played a conspicu- 
ous part in the season’s traffic, as the demand 
from that quarter has been double that of last 
year. While the vessel owners are well pleased, 
the insurance companies are happy, as losses 
this year have been comparatively small. The 
aggregate losses from every cause are up to 
date about $1,000,000. A yoomliar feature 
about this is that fully one-half, if not more, of 
this aggregate has been due to collisions. 

‘Freights have been extremely low because of 
the mild Winter, and aleo because of an increase 
of 75,000 tons in lake tonnage, the greater part 
of this being in steam propellers. The 
loss has been less than 10,000 _ tons. 
There are now engaged in the trade 
at least 5 Al seagoing steamboats with ocean 
appliances, and these have been found the satest 
and most paying investment in the end. Tho 
railroads want their own steamers, and the 
Canadian and trunk lines will set afloat next 
—— some splendid craft tin way of the lake 
vessels.

THE ARION SONG FESTIVAL. 

The second concert of the Arion Society’s 
song festival. whtch took place at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last evening, was quite 
the equal of the first in interest, and, unfort- 
unately, also in extent. Now that the festival 
is over, it may not be amiss to say that there 
‘was a woeful lack of systemin the management. 
It was 8:30 on both evenings when the music 
began, instead of 8 o’clock, and the proceedings 
generally moved with a slowness that suggested 
uncertainty. ; 

The feature of last evening’s concert was the 
separate performances of the various organiza- 
tions engaged in the festival. This gave the 


concert the appearance, and, so far as the audi- 
ence was concerned, the interest, of a contest. 
So far as criticlam is concerned, however, com- 
parisons are obviously uncalled for, and no good 
purpose could pe served by making any. The 
esson of the évening Was a good one in the 
spread and development of male chorus singing. 
In its artistic aspect the lesson was open for 
the benefit of ail our local chora! organizatious. 

The Germans have a peculiar adaptability for 
maennerchor singing, and their cultivation of it 
in this country is doing grand work for the de- 
velopment of choral performances in America, 
Last night’s concert, with its creditabie sing- 
ing by bodies gathered from Baitiwore, Phila- 
delphia, Newark, Buffalo, Brooklyn, and this 
city, Was a splendid illustration of the value of 
German devotion to the singing of part songs. 
There are no mixed choral organizations in the 
United States whieh can excel in riehness of 
tone, precision of attack, unanimity, delicacy, 
and variety of Jight and shade some of the male 
choirs heard last evening. Some of the singing 
was genuinely beautiful in both spirit and exe- 
cution, and reflected the highest credit on the 
conductors who trained the singers. 

The Liederkranz ot Baltimore, under F. Mitt- 
ler, sang Rietz’s “ Morning Song”; the Zoellner

Neither of them 
seem to have improved in their art since they 
were last in this country, but it is likely that 
they would both be seen to better advantage in 
@ different sort of play. ‘“ Roger la Honte’s 
is @ melodrama of the most strenuous descrip- 
tion. its principal materials are assassination, 


robbery, and ilicit love. The last element Is 
treated very gingerly in the version buw on 
view, described as the joint work of Augustin 
Daly and Robert Buchanan, with the 
result that the motive that inspires some 
otf the action seems to be rather vague. 
The play, in its present shape, wouid 
undoubtedly have been very successful at 
Niblo’s some years ago—at the time of “The 
two Orphans’ and “A Celebrated Case”— 
when the public taste seemed to crave French 
melodrama of this description; and we are not 
prepared to say that it will not be very suc- 
cessful now. 

All that 1s worth telling of the story of 
‘“* Roger La Honte” has already been told in 
this piace. The play resembles thut known in 
Mr. Irving’s repertory as “The Lyons Mail” in 
this particular, that the two principal male 
personages are men who closely resemble each 
other in outward aspect and are totally unlike in 
aisposition and moral character. Roger La Roque 
is ab upright man; Luversan, his double and 
shadow, a wretch so unspeakably vile that 
words would fail to describe his baseness. ‘ibe 
pictures of the play include the prutal mur- 
der otf an old man by Luversan in sight 
of the wife and child of La Roque, who 
are thus led to believe that that 
worthy husband and father is a mur- 
derer; the trial of La Koque in the court 
of assize, concluding with the death from heart 
disease of his advocate and triend, Lucien de 
Noirville, who has discovered that the prisoner 
is indeed innocent of murder, but that to prove 
his innocence in court he must couple his own 
name with intamy; and, finally, the killing of 
Luversan in a roadside inn by gendarmes, who 
mistake him for La Koque, who has escaped 
trom New-Caledonia. 

Tne plot is involved, and the drama has little 
to cOmmend it as a work of art. It will be 
understood that its climaxes are exciting to the 
last degree, and that it contains some scenes 
that are very eliective in a purely the- 
atrical sense. Not the least sucoess- 
ful of these, in the view of the multitude, will 
be the scenes in which La Roque’s daughter, a 
child of eight years, who says her prayers on 
the stage, figures. ‘his infant sees the murder 
and believes ber father to be the murderer. she 
is taught by her mother to say, when questioned, 
“I heard notbing; I saw nothing,” and thus 
equipped passes, with brilliant triumph, 
through the ordeais of the police examination 
and the trial in court, to the manifest joy ox all 
mothers of small girls in the audiecnve. The 
child employed at Niblo’s ia a cunning little 
tung and has been well trained. But the pre- 
coojous infant is becoming adreautul bure in 
the drama. 

Mr. Lerriss plays La Roque and Luversan. 
As the man of honor he is handsome and grace- 
ful, though oversentimental apd affected -in 
manner, and vociferous to a degree. As the 
man of dishonor he is scowling, spasmodic, 
and still voolfereus. Luversan has been a 
spy. The conception of the part an 
ordinary actor would form would be a 
catlike, sneaking, whispering individual But 
Mr. Terriss—in this part, at least—is an ex- 
traordinary actor. His Luversan is a noisy, 
boisterous fellow, with a meaningless cackie, 
‘The lhkeness to Mr. Irving's thrilling Dubosc is 
not very close in the perfurmance, but there is 
no doubt of Mr. Terriss’s aim. The result is 
that he makes the success of Luversai’s plot 
against La Roque scem incredible. 

Mr. Wilton Lackaye, now a member of Mr. 
Daly’s company, bas one of the best parts in 
the play, 1n a popular sense, one that is com- 
paratively easy to act, and in good hands 
sure of effect. He is Noirville, the advo- 
cate, whose sense of justice is so strong 
that _he determines to save La Roque 
at the cost of his wife’s zood name and his own 
honor, and dies before his declaration in court 
is finished. Both in Paris and in London tie 
actor who played this part made a at hit, 
and Mr. aye, Who does very well with it, 
xot a large share of the applause last night. 

Mise Millward is the wife of Noirville, whose 
lover La Roque has been—before her marriage 
in this version of the play. The character is 
unsympathetic and not very interesting. Miss 
Millward, like Terriss, 1s vociferous. 
The play is acted throughout, in fact, 
in the old-fashioned melodramatic manner. It 
is all well done, after this fashion, though, the 
minor characters all béing in good hands, 
What humor there is ia supplied by Mr. Will- 
iam Gilbert, Miss Hattie Kussell, and Mr. Dan 
Collyer. The scenery is all good. . 

Mr. Daly appeared twice on the stage last 
night to acknowledge the applause, and Mr. 
Terriss, Mr. Lackaye, and Miss Millward were 
recalled repeatedly after the trial acene.

REGISTRATION, 


A second opportunity to register was given to 
the voters in Brvoklyn yesterday, and 45,482 
availed themselves of it.

Just as on the first day the heavy regis- 
tration was in the new wards, while in the old 
districts it was light. 

The total registration forthe two days was 
82,053, a decrease of over 36,000 from last 
year, when a Presidential tight was in progress, 
and of 544 from 1887, the last Mayoralty cam- 
paign. The politicians explain this latter fact 
by showing thattwo years ago all the candi- 
dates were named before the second day of 
registration, while mot a single convention has 
yet been held.

SURREPTITIOUS REBATES. 


CuIcaGo, Oct, 8.—The most startling example 
of rate cutting since the coal and {coke trouble 
last Spring has just been made public. For 
weeks the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City 
Road has been engaged in manipulating freight 
rates on almost every class of grain from Kansas 
City. Especially has this been true of corn. 
Not until within a week have rival lines been 
able to make specific charges backed up by 
ample evidence. The sin of the Kansas City 


was made public by accident. The Kansas City, 
St, Joseph and Council Bluffs, a proprietary line 
ot the Burlington system, handles the traffic of 
the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City from St. 
Joseph, the terminus of the offending read, to 
Kansas City. 

Recently an unusually large consignment of 
corn was shipped by the Kansas City line from 
Kansas City to Chicago. Later on the shipper 
made out a claim fora rebate of 2 cents per 
100 pounds, and by a piece of carelessness pre- 
sented the claim to the Kansas City, St. Joseph 
and Council Biuffs, supposing that, as that line 
handled the business of the Chicago, Kansas 
City and St. Paulout of Kansas City, it was 
all right. P 

This claim was taken without comment and 
promptiy turned over to the Burlington main 
office in Chicago as interesting reading. An in- 
vestigation was started, and it was discovered 
that the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City had 
secured no less than 1,300 cars of corn from 
Kansas City and St. Joseph to Chicago by cut- 
ting the rate 2 cents. Subsequent developments 
indicate that the cut was made on from 2,000 to 
3,000 cars of grain.

THE BRIGHTON BEACH WINS. 

The Court of Appeals has aftirmed judgment 
for the plaintiff in the suit of the Brighton 
Beach Railroad Company to recover $80,000 
from the Long Island Railroad Company for 
failure to afford the plaintiff proper terminal 
facilities at Flatbush and Atlantic avenues, 
Brooklyn.

THE GENERAL CONVENTION 


SOME BPISOOPALIANS DESIRE 
AROH BISHOPS, 


RESOLUTIONS TO THAT END INTRODUCED 
IN THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES—MAR- 
RIAGE AND DIVORCE. 


The Rey. Wyliys Hall, D. D., of Marquette, 
Mich., was assigned to read morning prayer 
preliminary to yesterday’s session of the Gen- 
eral Convention. Immediately upon the open- 
ing of the business session the presiding officer 
announced the following committees: 


Joint Commattee on Provincial System to report 
1892.—The Rev. Dr. Hoffmau, New-York; the Rev, 
Pr. Benedict, Southern Ohio; the Rev. Dr. Daven- 
port, Springfield; ‘the Rev. Dr. Garrison, New-Jer- 
sey; the Rev. Mr. Gallor, Tennessee; Mr. Barg- 
win, Pittsburg; Mr. Judd, Chicago; Mr. Nash, New- 
York; Mr. oolworth, Nebraska; Mr. Browne, 
Mas sachusetts. 

To Attend the Funeral of Bishop Vail.—The Rev. 
Dr. E. E. Beardsley, Connectiout; the Rev. Dr. 
William N. McVicker, Pennsylvania; the Rev. Dr. 
A. Beatty, Kansas; Mr. R. M. Nelson, Alabama; 
Alexander H. Rice, LL. D., Massachusetts. 


The Rev. Dr. Hanckel, from the Committee on 
the Admission of New Dioceses, reported favora- 
bly upon a memorial from California praying 
for the division of that diocese and the erection 
of a new diocese in the southern part thereof, 
to include all territory lying south of the north- 
ern boundary line of the county of San Luis 
Obispo and the western and southerly -line of 
Kern County, and including the counties of San 
Bernardino, San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 


Ventura, Los Angeles, and San Diego. The 

committee recommended that the prayer be 

eranted, with the concurrence of the House of 
ishops. Tne recommendation was adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. J. J. Scott, on behalf of the Com- 
mittee on Consecration of Bishops, recommend- 
ed that the consent of the house be given to the 
election of the Rey. William A. Leonard, D. D., 
as Assistant Bishop of Ohio, and the Rev. 
Thomas Frederick Davies, D. D., as Assistant 
Bishop of Michigan, and thatit proceed to sign 
the proper certificates, which was agreed to 
without discussion. . 

On the call for memorials and resolutions the 
Rev. Dr. Huntington offered two resolutions, 
the first providing for the re-establishment of 
the Primitive Order of Deaconesses, and the 
second declaring that thereis nothing in the 
constitution of the Church to restrain a Bishop 
in whose diocese there are large numbers of 
people unacquainted with the English tongue 
trom Setting forth the services of the Church in 
any languaye other than the English, provided 
the formularies contain nothing prejudicial*or 
contrary to the doctrines of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. The Rev. Phillips Brooks pro- 
posed a change in the Prayer Book, to be 
phacted by the next General Convention, 
1892, by omitting from the table of 
selections for certain days Psalm 1xix., 
and substituting therefor Psalm lxiv. The 
Hon. 8. Bradford Prince of New-Mexico of- 
fered a resolution that the rubric for the a 
ministration of the holy communion be amend- 
ed by inserting the words “sutticient time shall 
be given for all those who are so minded to 
communicate.” The Rev. Dr. Elliott of Mary- 
land sent upa resolution that all proposed 
phanges 10 the Book of Common Prayer and the 
ponstitution of the Church shall require a three- 
fourths vote of all the dioceses to be overative. 
The Rev. Dr. Nevin of Rome, Italy, offered a 
proposition that authority be given for the or- 
ganization of congregations in foreign countries 
other than Great Britain. 

These having been referred, Mr. John H. 
Btottenberg of Indiana proceeded tostirup a 
slight breeze by the presentation of the follow- 
ing providing for the creation of an Archbishop 
for the Church: ’ 


Whereas, The Church greatly needs an executive 
central power, chargea always with the duty of 
considering its state of devising and recommending 
ways and means to insureits growth and prosperity, 
and of taking care that the laws enacted by the 
General Convention are duly executed; and, 

Whereas, The Presiding Bishop has no special or 
general executive powers and duties, and is selected 
only by reason of the accident of his official senior- 
ity; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Special Committee on the Pro- 
vVincial System be requested to consider the expedi- 
ency of proposing to this convention an amendment 
to the coustitution providing and creating for the 
Church an Archbishop, with powers and functions 
clearly defined and limited, whose official residence 
shall be at the national capital, and who shall pre- 
side over the House of Bishops. And if said com- 
mittee shall deem it expedient, further providing 
for and aye | by proper article of amendment 
four other Archbishops, one for the Eastern dio- 
ceses, one for the Middie and Central Western dio- 
ceses, one for the Northwest and Pacific coast, and 
one for the South. 


The reading of the resolution was accompa- 
nied by arepressed buzz of dissent, and on its 
conclusion several voices were raised in moving 
that the whole matter be laid on the table. The 
vote was taken, and the Chair declared the 
motion to be lost. A division was called for, 
which proposition was opposed, but in the end 
prevailed. A rising vote disclosed 112 members 
of the house in favor of tabling the resolution 
and 160 in favor ofits reference to the Joint 
Committee on Provincial System. 

The proposer of the Archbishop resolution 
also offered a pian looking to the evangelization 
of the colorea race, providing for the organiza- 
tion of a branch, to be known as the African 
Church, and to be presided over by a Sutfragan 
Bishop, whose functions shall be limited to the 
members of his own race. 

The Rev. Dr. Fetlock, Secretary of the House 
of Bishops, appeared and presented messages 
irom that body ratifying the admission of the 
dioeeses of Colorado and Oregon, concurring in 
the appointment of a joint committve on work 
among the colored people, and uaming as its 
representatives thereon the Bishops of Minne- 
sota, Virginia, Central New-York, South Caro- 
lina, and New-York. 

The order of the day, the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Judicial System of the Church, 
was then taken up and a jong debate followed. 
Aiter reciting the necessity for a change in the 
judicial system of the Church the committee 
recommended the adoption of the folowing: 

Resolved, (the House of Bishops concurring,) 
First—'lhat the third clause of Article VL of the 
constitution be so altered: that it read as follows: 
“‘In every diocese the mode of trying Presbyters 
and Deacons may be instituted by the convention 
ot the diocese until the General Convertion shall 
otherwise provide.” 

Second—That this proposed alteration be made 
known to the dioceses and be laid befora the ensuing 
General Convention for final ratification. 


There was considerable opposition to this re- 
port, aud the spirited discussion that followed 
was not finished when the convention adjourned. 


MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE, 

The following canon has been prepared by 
the Committee on Marriage and Divorce, of 
which the Rev. Dr. Dix is Chairman, and it will 
be submitted for the action of the convention: 


SECTION 1. If any persons be joined together 
otherwise than as God’s Word doth allow, their 
matrriage is not lawful. 

_ SEC. 2. Marriage is prohibited by the Word of 
God, and by this Church, within the degrees of 
6 pp arma and affinity specified in Lev. xviii, 


Skc. 3. (1.) It shall be the duty of ministers to 
admonish the peopie from time to time that the 
Church torbids clandestine marriage, and that its 
public solemnization ought not to be dispensed 
With, except for good cause and under special cir- 
cumstances, — 

(2.) No minister shall solemnize the marriage of 
any person under eighteen years of age, except the 
parent having legai charge of such person or the 
guardian be present or have given written consent 
to the marriage. 

(3.) No minister shall, solemnize a marriage ex- 
cept in the presence of at least two witnesses, him- 
selfor the witnesses being personally acquainted 
with both parties. 

(4.) Every minister of this Church shall keep an 
oficial register of marriage, in which he shall re- 
cord the name, birtliplace, age, residence, and con- 
dition of each party, and the said record, duly tran- 
scribed in the said register, shall be signed by both 
parties tothe murriage, by a4 least two witnesses, 
and by the minister who performs the ceremony. 

SEO. 4. (1.) The law of this Church concerning 
divorce is contained in St. Matt. v., 32; xix., 9; 
At, Mark x., 11, 12, and St. Luke xvi, 18. 

(2.) Marriage, when duly solemnized, may not be 
dissolved, except for adultery or fornication. 

(3.) The guilty party in a divorce for adultery is 
prohibited from marrying again during the lifetime 
of the other party. 

(4.) Persons divorced may not be married 
to each other if the woman meanwhile shall 
married again. 

Skc. 6. If any minister of this Church shall per- 
forma ceremony of marriage, in violation of the 
provisions of this canon, he shall be subject to trial 
and liable to admonition for the first offense ani to 
suspension or deposition for a repetition of the 
same. 

SEC. 6. Persons who shall marry in violation of 
the provisions of this canon shall not be permitted 
te receive the holy communion, except upon peni- 
tence,.and after avowed final separation. Provided, 
however, that no minister shali in any case refuse 
the sacraments toa penitent person imminent 
danger of death. 

SEc. 7. Questions touching the facts in any case 
aah oe at the provisions of this canon may be 
decia by the Ordinary, after such inquiry as he 
shall deem necessary. 

Sac. &. This canon, so faras it affixes penalties, 
has no retroactive effect. 

SEC. ¥. All previous canonson this subject are 
hereby annulled. "

COL. BEARD STRIKES BAOK. 


* THE CHARGE OF PRIMARY FRAUDS MADE 
AGAINST NICHOLS’S HERLERS. 


Randolph ©. Fuller and Michael J. Hyland, 
both well-known Brookiyn Republican politi- 
cians and the former a candidate for the office 
of 8pecial Agent of the Treasury, were arrested 
and arraigned before Justice Kenna, in Brook- 
lyn, yesterday on a charge of complicity in the 
recent fraudulent voting at the Twentieth 
Ward Republican primary. 

Fuller is a Twentieth Ward man and a follower 
of John A. Nichols. Hyland hails from the 
Twelfth Ward and, under “ Jimmy” Jobnston, 
works for Nichols, All the. previous arre 
that have been made in connection with this 
matter have been of tramps alleged to have 
voted, or to have attempted to vote, the Beard- 
Benedict ticket. They had been given slips con- 
taining names and addresses with instructions 
to vote this ticket under those names. 

Some of the prisoners identitied one Michael 
Scanion as the man who had engaged them to 
do this work ata uniform rate of $1 50 per 
head. He was also arrested. From the start 
Col. Beard and Robert D. Benedict, who were 
thus accused of winning the primary by the 
aid of illegal votes, have asserted that the 
whole affair was arranged by the Nichols con- 
tingent so that they could arrest the floaters 
and lay the odium of the affair on the other side. 

They aceused Jvhn A, Nichols, Congressman 
William C. Wallace, and Internal Revenue Col- 
lector Ernst Nathan of conspiring to foist these 
illegal voters upon them. ‘The first step in the 
effort to prove this accusation was the arrest of 
Fuller and Hyland yesterday. Both men plead- 
ed ba guilty and gave bail to appear for trial 
to-day. 

Edward J. Harrington of 517 Court-street 
made affidavit that on Sept. 19 he saw Fuller 
holding aconversation with Oberly, Kane, Mul- 
ligan, and O’Toole, some of the prisoners 
charged with illegal voting, and that at the con- 
clusion of the interview they went to the pri- 
mary and voted. W.J. Gillen made a similar 
attidavit. : 

Robert F. Rice of 116 Vanderbilt-avenue 
made the complaint on which Hyland was ar- 
rested. He said that Hylana asked Co}. Beard 
on Sept. 27 to let up on O’ Foole because he had 
voted for Beard, adding, ‘I sent twenty-one 
men to the primary to vote the Beard ticket. 
They were to receive the names under which 
they were to vote from Jobn Russ, a black- 
Smith at the navy yard,” 

This man Russ couid not be found yesterday. 

He was appointed through the influence of John 
A. Nichols and Congressman Wallace. 
Justice Cullen yesterday denied the motion to 
remove the case of Scanlon from the polive 
court to the General Sessions. Scanlon will 
therefore be arraigned to-day. 





THE NEW TUG IRITON. 


HER BOILER SEEMS .TOO WEAK, BUT 
SHE IS OTHERWISE SATISFACTORY. 


The new United States tug Triton, built origi- 
nally for a Baltimore firm as the Douglass H. 
Thomas, sold to the Government for $35,000, 
and refitted at the Washington Navy Yard, ar- 
rived yesterday afternoon at the Brooklyn 
yard. Her mission is to tow the Brooklyn to 
Norfolk. She has really seen about nine months’ 
service and is one of four similar vessels which 
the Government proposed to build or purchase. 
On the experimental run of the tug a speed 
of fourteen knots an hour was recorded. Her 
crew consisted of two machirists, three fire- 
men, two quartermasters, one cook, and two 
seamen, with Ensign H. C. Poundstone in com- 
mand. As soon asthe present job is accom- 
plished the Triton will return to New-York and 
proceed to tow the Lancaster to the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard. The cruiser Boston had this work 


cut out for her, but the advent of the Triton 
enabled the former vessel to go ahead with her 
litting out for duty in the European squadron. 
The Triton is aniron-hulled cratt of 440 52-100 
gross tons and of 70 21-100 tons burden, 107 
feet in length, having a beam of about 21 feet 
and a mean draught forward and aft of 8 feet 
and 10 feetrespectively. The engines are of 
the triple expansion type, the cylinders being 
13, 21, and 22 inches, with a 24-inch stroke. 
The engines are also fitted with a steam re- 
verser after the order of thatemployed aboard 
the Yorktown. 

The Triton is fitted with a single Scotch 
boiler having two furnaces, The boiler is 11 
feet in length by 9 feet in diameter, the thick- 
ness of the boiler plate being 712”. A steam 
preasure of 150 pounds is allowed the vessel, 
though under ordinary running a no higher 
pressure than 120 is used. While doing work 
on the Chesapeake, her present engineer, who 
served in her then, and who Is only temporarily 
doing. duty aboard in order to acquaint navy 
machinists with her handling, states that he 
often used 140 pounds of steam. The boiler is 
one of Dialogue’s makes. The Triton’s coal ca- 
pacity 1s 43 tons. She uses during a 24 hours’ 
run about two tons of coal. She is at present 
being firea with Cumberland soft coal. 

The vessel’s weak point seems to be her boil- 
er, which appears inadequate for the supply of 
steam demanded. ‘he boiler capacity is alto- 
gether toosmall. It is hinted that the owners 
ot the Triton made quite a respectable profit out 
of the sale. What the original price of the boat 
was could not be learned. It is understood, too, 
that the Government will probably buy the tug 
Volunteer from the same firm tbat sold the 
Triton. Takeitallin all the iattor is a most 
creditable addition to the navy. 





LOUIS LUIZS DEATH. 


HE FELL FROM A WINDOW WITH 


FATAL EFFECT, 


Louis Lutz, senior member of the firm of 
Lutz & Movius, importers of aniline colors at 
15 Warren-street, was killed shortly before 9 
o'clock yesterday morning by falling from his 
bedroom window to the yard of his residence, 
at 52 West Fifty-eighth-street Mr. Lutz was 
fifty-one yearsold. His fortune was estimated 
at a quarter of a million dollars. He was mar, 
ried, the father of three children, and his do- 
mestic life was happy. 

Last January he was in bad health, and phy- 
sicians said he had valvular disease of the 


heart. Last May, under medical advice, Mr. 
Lutz went to Europe with Mrs. Lutz and their 
daughter Helen, aia was treated at Heidelberg. 
On his return, in August, he seemed a well 
pan, but was still suffering. Last week he had 
attack of vertigo in his office. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Lutz and her chil- 
dren were breakfasting when an unusual 
noise startled tuem, and at the same moment a 
stained-glass window of the dining room was 
smashed to pieces, Mrs. Lutz ran to the window 
and saw her husband's body in the area. In 
falling he had struck the window. It 18 sup- 
posed by his family that he was attacked by a 
fainting fitin hisroom and, going to the win- 
dow, fell out.

VAN GELDERS OCR#HDIIORS. 


THEY THINK THEY HAVE BEEN SWIN- 
DLED BY THE MISSING MAN. 


The creditors of Emil Van Gilder, the young 
diamond dealer of 10 Maiden-lane who has dis- 
appeared, leaving large liabilities and no assets, 
believe that they have been regularly “done” 
by that gay Hollander. Itis believed that Van 
Gilder is in hiding either in this city or in Phil- 
adelphia. He could hardly have sailed for 
Europe, for he was seen here late on Satur- 
day night, and no transatlantic steamship line 
has sent out a steamer since then. 

Van Gelder’s safe was opened yesterday and 
nothing was found there except a chip of a dia- 
mond worth $1 and a lot of worthless lottery 
tickets. Robert H. Ramsgate, with whom Van 
Gelder had an office, had $1,500 worth of the 
latter’s diamonds, but early Monday morning 
delivered them to Albert Van Gelder, Emil’s 
brother, who held a bill of sale for them. This 
was some hours before attachments were issued, 
and Albert has not since been seen. He was 
accompanied then by M. 8 Guiterman, his 
brother’s attorney. 

Mr. H. E. Van Gelder of Amsterdam, Emil’s 
father, was cabled to yesterday and cabled back 


that he was in no way connected with his son’s 
business, had no interest in it, and could not 
be held responsible for any debts contracted 
by Emil. The creditors say, however, that Van 
Gelder Senior, while over here last Summer, 
said that he and his son were partnersin the 
business, and had the tirm’s card—Henry E, 
Van Geider & Son—published in the Jewelers’ 
Weekly, At that time BR. E. Van Gelder said he 
was worth $100,000, and the firm was so rated 
by jewelers. It was because of that belief that 
Van Gelder was able to leave such liabilities. 

Mr. Guiterman said yesterday that his young 
client had absolutely no money. He was & 
pauper. He said that the young man was “mad 
witb love,” was incapable of taking care of his 
affairs, and that some unscrupuious persons had 
taken advantage of him and had gotten him into 
this trouble. Mr. Guiterman refused to name 
these persons, but said he would shortly make 
Home startling dieclosures. He declined to say 
anything about his client’s whereabouts. Not- 
withstanding the fact that Van Gelder had no 
money, Mr. Guiterman yesterday offered to make 
@ compromise with the creditors of 25 cents on 
the dollar, and tire failure to accept thesé terms 
seems to have angered him. Now, he says, the 
creditors won't get a cent. 

Van Gelder was enguged to be married to 

Miss Eisenman, daughter of Edward Eisenman, 
a boxmaker, of 146 Baxter-street, One of the 
creditors, it is said, went to Eisenman on Fri- 
day night and said that unless he got $5,000 he 
would sue out attachments the following morn- 
ing. Eisenman, it is claimed, begged this 
creditor for the sake of his daughter not to do 
anything ot the kind. He said, it is further 
alleged, that his prospective son-in-law had a 
bank account or $4,000 and $3,000 worth of 
diamonds in the safe at his office, and that the 
creditor would get his money on the next* Sun- 
day. On that day the creditor, who had agreed 
to wait, called on Eisenman and says that 
that person was then very angry, called Van 
Gelder a scoundrel and blacklexz, declared that 
the engagement had been broken off, and re- 
ferred the creditor to Van Gelder’s counse) for 
any information or relief, declaring that he had 
nothing further to do with the fellow. 
Mr, Eisenman said to a reporter that he had 
been thoroughly ‘‘taken in” by Van Gelder. 
That young man, he sald, had made certain 
representations to him and be had believed 
them. As soonas he discovered that Van Gel- 
der had been Iping to him about his personal 
possessious he broke off the match with his 
daughter. That was all he had to say about the 
matter. 

A meeting of Van Gelder’s creditors will 

be held probably tu-day. The heaviest losers 
are Hodenpyl & Sons, M. J. Lasar, M. 
Bloch, Levinson & Co.,, H. Mubr_ Sons, 
and Gruneman & Co. It is estimated 
that the whole liabiiities will amount, to 
atiachment is based allege on information 4nd 
belief that Emil, on or about Oct. 7, made a bill of 
sale of the entire property, consisting of dia- 
monés and accounts of large value, aggregat- 
ing $10,000 and over, to a younger brother 
known as Albert, who isa minor, with a view 
to their complete insolvency so that nothing 
could be collected against them by process of 
law inthis country.

ROLES FOR DiVORCH 


THE SUPREME COURT JUSTICES MAKE 
SOME IMPORTANT CHANGES, 


Ata meeting of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, held yesterday afternoon in the Judges’ 
private rooms at the Court House, the rules of 
the court in this district were amended so as to 
provide against the appointment of referees in 
divorce cases without the consent of both par- 
ties to the action. All of the Justices were 
present, and Presiding Justice Van Brunt occu- 
pied the cnair. Justice Barrett,trom whom the 
proposition to amend the rules In this particu- 


lar originally emanated, called for an expression 
of opinion on the subject, and the result was 
the adoption of the following provisions: 

“ New-York County, Special Term calender, 

“ ‘The rules of this courtin this district in relation 
to the Special Term calendar be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“In actions for an absolute divorce where ‘no 
answer 18 interposed, reference to take proof will 
not be granted. Such causes must be placed upon 
the calendar of the Special Term for the trial of 
issues of law and fact; and the testimony must be 
there taken and the causos there heard and the 
evidence written out by the stenographer and an- 
nexed by the clerk to the judgment rolL 

‘Such causes will be placed upon the calendar 
immediately after the demarers, 

“Notes of issue in such case must be filed eight 
days before the first Monday of each term. 

“ The rule to take effect forthwith.” 

The meeting was, of course, held behind 
closed doors, but no indication was given of any 
opposition to the proposed amendment. Justice 
Barrett, who was delegated to see the reporters 
after the meeting, said this rule, of course, only 
eh hag the action of the Supreme Court 

ustiees in this district. When asked if the 
evidence in divorce cases would be hereafter 
open to the public, he replied: “ That matter 
will have to be determined by a meeting of 
the Supreme Court Justices of all the districts 
in the State.” 

The Judges of the Superior Court and Court 
of Common Pleas usually conform to the rules 
of the Supreme Court as adopted at general 
meetings of the Justices, but whether they will 
be governed by this amendment will, no doubt, 
be considered optional.

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WORLD'S FAIR FINANCES 


THE OOMMIITER RAVE 

PLAN 10 REPORT. 

AS WAS ANNOUNCED IN “‘THE TIMES” 

SOME DAYS AGO—A PRELIMINARY 
FUND SUGGESTED. 


The World’s Fair Finance Committee met yes- 
terday and received the report of their Execu- 
tive Committee, the features of which were 
published exclusively in THE TIMES of. Oct. 5. 
There were present at the meeting Samuel D. 
Babcock, Chairman of the Committee; August 
Belmont, Calvin 8. Brice, Robert Dunlap, John 
H. Inman, Morris K. Jesup, Eugene Kelly, 
Frederic A. Kursheedt, J. Plerpont Morgan, 
Joseph J. O’Donohue, Hermann Oelrichs, Jesse 
Beligman, Elliott F. Shepard, J. Edward Sim- 
mous, William Steinway, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Secretary Wilson of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and Secretary Speer of the General Committee. 

The report of the Executive Committee, which 


pa discussed but not acted upon, was as fol- 
ows: 


To the Committee on Finance of the International 
Exhibition of 1892: 

After careful examination of the whoie subject 
your committee beg to report that in their opinion 
no compiste financial scheme can be determined 
upon until itis approximately Known. what is the 
axugregate amount of money to be raised, and this 
Will be largely an open question until the site, plan, 
and scope of ithe exhibition are finally agreed upon. 
There are, however, three sources from which the 
necessary funds for the establishment of the exhi- 
bition can be durived when the sum is ascertained 
Viz: 

#irst—Government and city hia, (the State being 
prohibitec by its Constitution from loaning or giv- 
ing pecuulary assistance.) 

Second—Tike sale of bonds or other evidences of 
pecuniary interest in the enterprise. 

Thivd—A preliminary fund with which to secure 
the inauguration of the work and to provide against 
the possibility of ultimate loss, aud which should be 
represented by stock. 

Obviously the amount to be obtained through the 
two last-named channels will depend upon the 
financial aud other assistance to be derived from the 
General Goverument and the city. It is of first im- 
portance that Congress should give to the exhibi- 
lion @ national and an international character by 
appropriate legal euactment which should, at the 
same time, determine its location in this the princi- 
pal port of eutry aud metropolis of the country. It 
is also @sseutial that the exhibition should receive 
encouragement autl assistance from the State and 
the city of New-York, and the suitableness and lib- 
erality of this assistance must be an important 
factor in any financial plan which may. be 
adepted, for if direct money contribations 
are voted, or lanis are set apart for the 
use of the exhibition, Which belong te or may be 
acquired by the city, and upon which it may law- 
fuliy erect buildings, a very much Jess sum will be 
needei than if your committee must raise all the 
nlouey or if private property must be leased or pur- 
chaseil. Of ail the plans which have hitherto been 
submitted to the committees, none has appeared to 
us to supply means adequate to every purpose un- 
less the necessary lands are provid by the City, 
free of expense to the exhibition. 

When the points we have mentioned are actually 
determined if will be, in our opinion, a compara- 
tively easy inatter to formulate a plan tor obtaining 
bi eee subscriptions to the main fund. 

sanwhile, to show the sincerity aud willingness 
vot the citizens of New-York, we recommend that 
isteps be taken to raise a preliminary tund of 
$6,000,000, tor which stock should ve issued, as_ be- 
fore stated, when authorized by Congressional or 
Legislative enactment, and that until $3,000,000 
‘boua tide subscriptions nave been made none of 
ney Shall be binding; and that books for this pur- 
se be at once placed before the public, the fund to 
bp at the disposui of the Finance Committees as soon 
abiCongress has decided that the exhibition shall 
be‘held in New-York, on the following terms and 
comiitivns, Viz. :

THE COMMITTEE ON SITE. 

The meeting of the World’s Fair Committee on 
Site yesterday was one of the most interesting 
yet held, and was largely attendea. The session 
lasted nearly three hours, and developed quite 
a@ variety of well-matured views and conolu- 
sions which had been reached by members of 
the committee since the former meeting. The 
chief business was the consideration of a re- 
port from the Sub-Committee on Buildings, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Towne, Chandler, and Aunt, 
who were appointed specifically to ascertain in 
regard to the value of pruperty within the 
boundaries of the proposed site, but whose in- 
quiries brought them a vast deal of other in- 
formation, which they included in their report. 

In substance the report said that the site 
shonid be ample for the construction of five 
buildings, to cover in the aggregate 65 acres, and 
200 smaller buildings, to be scattered over au 


area not to exceed 250 acres. Such construc- 
tion, of course, implied the use of land oatside 
of the boundaries of the proposed site. In re- 
gard to the area of the main site, the committee 
reported that the exposition could be held at 
Riverside aud Morningside Parks and on adja- 
cent private lands, of which there might be 
needed only 120 acres, but that it coula be 
better accommodated in 200 acres, making the 
total area of the site from 200 to 270 acres. 
From all the inquiries that the committee had 
been able to Make, the price of got in that 
section of the city was abouts f 00,000 per 
acre, involving an outlay of $12,000,0V0 or 
$20,000,000, according to the choice of 120 or 
200 acres. If all of this property had to be 
rented at 4 per cent. upon its valuation the cost 
of retital Would be $1,440,000 or $2,4VU0,000, 
according to the choice of 120 ot 200 acres. 

Lhe report of the committee dwelt upon the 
geed of hnmediate and decisive action, and said 
that the managers of the exposition at Paris 
were engaged fifty-four months in preparing for 
it. Chairman Towne submitted a map showing 
the divisions of property within the boundaries 
ot the proposed site. The comuiittee, he said, 
had heard from but asmall proportion of the 
property owners, and had become convinced 
that some better means must be devised of 
reaching the property owners than had yet been 
tried, His impression and that of nis associates 
Was that the ouly hope of securing the property 
lay in condémnation procesdings., 

Judge Hilton was of the opinion that the 
committee ought not to recommend tue pur- 
chase or rental of such expensive.property as 
that lying in the néighborhood of the uorthern 
end of the Park when there was abundance of 
public land which could be had without expense. 
de was in favor not only of taking portions of 
Central Park, such as the North Meadow, the 
Sheepftold, the strip lying north of the Museum 
of Artand Manhattan-Square, but also of com 
jug down town aud fluoriug over the reservoira 
Forty-second-street and taking Bryant Park an 
TYompkins-Square. The reservoir was now ot 
no use, he said, and was @ good deal of & nuis- 
ance ili that it had hecomoieaky. A maguiil- 
cent permanent building could be put Upon it, 
capable of seating 25,000 people, and which 
would be availabie for many publio Uses after 
the ciose of the exposition. 

Ex-Mayor Cooper thought the recommenda- 
tion of the committee unwise, because he re- 
garded it a8 an absurdity to ask this city to 
spend from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 or more 
for the acquisition ot a fair site. If Central 
Puatk could not be used for the fair he thought 
that it should at least form one of the bounda- 
ries of the fair grounds, in order that the out- 
look from the Sry might not be defaced by 

“upseenily buildings ana such nuisances as 
would certainly attach themselves to the out- 
skirts of the fair grounds if there were any op- 
portunity for them to do so, He thought the 
site should include the viock between Filth and 
Madison avenues and Ninety-sixtu-street to One 
Hundred and Tenth-street.

AMERICAN EXHIBITS AT PARIS. 

Walter A. Donaldson, member of the [nterna- 
tional Exposition Jury at Paris, in conversation 
with a reporter for THe TIMES yesterday con- 


cerning the success of the American exhibition 
at the big French fair, said that it seemed as 
though the United States progressed further at 
each international fair toward securing the 
greatest number of prizes. *“ Of course,” hg said, 
‘when the Paris Exposition first opened there 
was a great deal of adverse criticism concern- 
ing the American exhibit. All these criticiame 
were based upon incomplete representation, 
and Gen. Franklin was, apparently, held re- 
sponsible for this; but the expressions which 
were made or printed adverse to the part which 
our country took were founded upon the first 
month’s showing, which, as all persons know 
who are familiar with the routine of such great 
enterprises, are almost certain to be unsatis- 
factory beeause the exhibitors have not been 
enabled to gét their goods into place. Since the 
first month, however, there has been a steady 
growth of complementary interest; in fact, it has 
grown so that Mr. Gladstone and M. Spuiler 
have used the adjectives superb and splendid 
when speaking of our exhibits.

TRAINING BOYS HOR THE NAVY. 


HOW THEY LIVE AND STUDY AT THE 
NEW CAMP TRACY. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Oct. 8.—Camp Traoy, to 
which the naval apprentices have been trans- 
ferred since their retirement, for sanitary 
reasons, from the old frigate New-Hampshire, 
is situated on the northwestern side of Coaat- 
er’s Harbor, in the rear of the old War College. 
A better site could not be found anywhere in 
New-England, ‘ The tents are pitched on a 
plateau on the crest of the hill, with the high 
banks of the resérvoir towering above. A gen- 
tle slope leading from the camp proper toa 
perfectly flat stretch of ground right at the 
edge of the ocean makes a magnificent parade 
ground. 

For several days after leaving the frigate the 
boys lay on what they facetiously termed 
“hard pine feather beds.” Instead of a comfort- 
able swinging hammock between decks, all 
hands slept on the floor of the drill hall of the 
gymnasium. Commander Higginson, com- 
mendant of the waining station, has a big 
heart fur the welfare of “his boys,” and he at 
once urged the Navy Department to furnish 


tents, for a camp, and his desire was accom- 
plished in the establishment ot Camp Tracy 
Sept. 18. Lieut. Commander Longnecker, 
executive officer ef the New-Hampshire, was 
placed in command of the camp as Colonel or 
the battalion, and under his charge the change 
in the health and discipline and the improve- 
ment in drill, including a full knowledge of 
tactics and infantry movements, have been 
very creat. 

There are three roll cails daily: Reveille, 
5:30 A. M.; Retreat at sundown, and Tattoo 
at 9 P. M., at each of whichevery boy has to be 
accounted for. 

At Reveilie the boys turn out, and ‘their 
first work is to put their tents and the space 
around them in order for inspection by the 
chiefs of squad. This work of Poet things 
in order, or cleaning up, is termed “ policing the 
camp.” This consumes the time until 7 o’clock, 
when the “sick” cali is sounded, and any who 
are feeling sick are marched to the bospital for 
treatment. Breakfast call sounds at 7:30 A. 
M., when the boys form in their respective c6om- 
pany streets and, under the schoolinasters in 
charge, march to the old War College buiiding, 
where thorough justice is done to a good sub- 
stantial meal, alter which the’ boys are at lib- 
erty until 9 A. M., when the assembly sounds 
for inspection. Previous to this, howover, 
such boys as are detailed for guard duty are 
called tor guard mount. At 9 o’clock sharp 
the band and drum major march out and take 
up a position for géneral inspection. At this 
naval training station the last act of the 
inepection is impressive, The battalion forms 
into a hollow square, in the centre of which 
stands the Chaplain, who leads the boys in re- 
ligious services, which are finished by all pres- 
ent repeating the Lord’s Prayer. The remain- 
der of the day is taken up with all kinds of drill, 
finishing up with dress parade at 4 P. M, 

In the e6arly part of last week the sailor 
lads had an opportunity to show what they 
could do in the sbape of a sham battle, for 
which purpose Coaster’s Harbor Island is ad- 
mirably adapted. It was an inapiriting scene, 
and the boys acquitted thomselves nobly. After 
capturing the fort and driving the enemy into 
the woods the battalion was formed for dress 
parade, which took place on the mall in front 
of the War Coilege and was witnessed by alarge 
nuinver of cottagers and the resident atmy and 
navygtlicers. Headed by the band, the battal- 
ion marched on to the ground in company front. 
The wheeling movements Were well done,. as, in 
fact, were all the movements, reflecting great 
credit on Lieut. Commander Longnecker, the 
Colonel of the battalion. Several old officers in 
both branches of the service expressed theif as- 
tonishment at the work done by the young bite- 
jackets and, at the conclusion of an arduous 
afternoon’s drill, the commander was warmly 
complimented on the marked effect of a two 
weeks’ camp traiming, which has transformed 
some four hundred raw young lads into a thor- 
oughly-trained battalion of infantry. 

Soon after the boys had turned iniast Tuesday 
night, ad alarm gun wae fired, indicating that the 
camp was iti danger of an attack, In less than 
ten minutes the battalion was under arms, 
serena in line of batue, und nota single boy was 
absen 

A more healthy, contented lot of lads has 


never been seen at any training station, either ° 


here or abroad, and the guod results of the en- 
cempment are so plainly to be seen that it will 
donbtless become an annual event. 

The New-Hampsbire still Mes* out in the 
stream, waiting four needed improvements to be 
made, especially in a sanitary line, before she 
can again be used asa home for the naval ap- 
prentices. Winter is rapidly approaching, and 
prompt action should be taken by the naval 
authorities to gét the boys into snug quarters. 
The present Administration, it is said, favers 
the erection of barracks on the island.

The commission proposes to ask for an addi- 
tional appropriation of 83,000 for the purchase 
and equipment of a “ fish car’ similar to those 
now in use in Michigan. Under the existing 
arrangement fish are furnished during the 
spawning season to anybody wishing them for 
the stocking of ponds or streams, providing he 
is willing to pay for their delivery, which in- 
cludes the wages of an attendant from the 
hatchery to the piace of delivery. If a car 
were to be furnished by the State the fish could 
be delivered without cost, since the railroads 
have signitied their willingness to draw such a 
ear free of charge. The Federal Fien Commis- 
sion have two suoh cars, which are ured not 
only for delivery, but for hatohing purposes.

1HK COMMON MAN. 


THE HON. WILL CUMBACK ON 
TO WIPE OUT DEPRAVITY. 


One of the most brilliant and entertaining 
lectures ever given before the Academy of An- 
thropology was delivered in Cooper Union yes- 
terday afternoon by the Hon. Will Cumback, 
ex-Lieutenant Governor of Indiana. It was 
éntitied “The Common Man,” and dealt s0- 
cially, politically, and sanitarily with the con- 
dition of humanity. The lecturer divided 
mankind into three classes—the upper, the mid- 
dle, and the lower. The firstof these he defined 
as those people who have the wéal of the human 
race at heart; the second was that vast body of 


people capable of being educated and bettered, 
and the third was that miserable condition of 
humanity wherein men and women existed 
almost unconscious that @ man was better than 
an animal, The lecturer graphically and elo- 
quently pointed out the eyils from which hu- 
manity: suffers, and suggested remedies for those 
evils. He said that one great.thing necessary 
was leadership. A leader must know the pom- 
mon man and appreciate his surround in 
Above all, he must be brave enough to follow his 
convictions and elucidate his principles. 1t 
was better to be regarded asa crank. than as a 
coward. Moreover, the leader must be judicious 
and patient. Many a truth had been lost by 
being advocated tov soon, and many a reform 
ruined by the impatience of the reformer. 

The common man was now in bondage. Who 
could liberate him? Who could tear the gri 
of partisanship from the throat of patriotism 
The speaker would sweep away all dogmas, and 
substitute the golden rule and the Sermon on 
the Mount. The middle class was the great 
battletield of truth and error, é d the public 
should be aroused to joinin the t and secure 
for the middle class of men greater mental and 
physical health, freedom from dogma and par- 

igpnahiys and a bighet order of social life. 

The third and lowest class was formidable in 
its solidification of vicé and ignorance. It was 
@ standing and nye ore temptation to th 
politician, made the demagogue possible, an 
placed the pestilential class in the halls of leg- 
islation. t made the rumshop, that he 
devil inthe race for Grime, Common, and peo- 
pled the poorhouses and asylums, The evils of 
the land were traced to this class, and the rem- 
eay suggested was the bettering of the common 
man dy making him know himself. 

The lecturer touched on the homestead laws 
and grew eloquent in their praise. Then he 
brought Congress up on a short ana sharp turn 
for its foolishness and wickedness in giving 
away millions of adres of these lands to heart- 
less corporations, The spectacle prosented by 
the recent Oklahoma episode should drive 
every Senator and Congteasman to remorse, 
repentance, and reform. He concluded in a 
glowing peroration, in which he said that a man 

ad never really lived who not blessed 
others—who had not wiped a tear from the face 
of the weeping or brought a joy to the heart of 
those who sorrowed. 

The leoturer was listened to with rapt at- 
tention, and at the close of his lecture 4 vote 
of thanks was returned. The next lecturer be- 
fore the academy will be the Rev. Charles E. 
Lord of Massachusetts, whose subject will be 
“Life and Organism.” The academy will prob-

LEAVE SUNDAY SCHOOL, 
HIS. BIG PAROCHIAL INSTITUTION MUST 

BE FILLED BEFORE ROMAN QATHO- 


‘LIC CHILDREN GO ELSEWHERE. 


Some interesting facts in regard to the Catho- 
Mo parochial school question have been brought 
to light by a condition of affairs that exists in 
the parish of the Church of the Sacred Heart, 
Brooklyn. Father Nash, a vigorous young 
priest, has succeeded tn erecting a big seventy- 
seven-thousand-dollar parochial school building 
alongside his churoeh. It can accommodate 1,500 
children, but only 1,100 are in attendance. 

Of course it was desired to increase the num- 
ber of pupils to the school building’s full quota, 
and what might be regarded as a clever move 
in that direction was made by Father Nash 
some three weeks ago. In the parish of the 
Sacred Heart, as in all other parishes, there are 
alarge number of Catholic parerts, faitnful 
followers of the Church, who, while they do not 
condemn the parochial school system, prefer, 
because they believe it to be more in accordance 
with the obiigations of American citizenship 
and more beneficial to their children, to send 
the little ones to the public schools. It was to 
such as these that Father Nash appealed by in- 
forming thirteen children who attended the 
public schools that unless they came into the 
parochial school they would be denied instruc: 
tion in the parish Sunday school. The parents 
or three of the children have succumbed to this 


edict. The other ten have kept their little ones 
in the public schools, preferring to jet them 
continue the benefits they enjoy by so doing, 
even though they bave to sacrifice the religious 
instruction of the Sunday school. 

The parents of the devarred children are 
nearly all Catholics, though there are one or 
two cases of mixed marriages. ‘That their chil- 
dren’s religious training in the Sunday sobool 
should have to be savriticed to the parents’ 
prinoiples isa matter that most of them take to 
heart, claiming that itis their rignt as Ameri- 
cans to use the public schools if they prefer to 
do 80, and at the same time, as followers of the 
Church of Rome, it is their right to enjoy all 
the privileges of that Church, including the 
privilege ot having their children attend the 
Sunday school. 

Father Nashj however, takes a different view 
of the matter. He talked freely regarding the 
affair toa TIMES reporter. “The course that 
Ihave adopted,” said he, ‘tis the course that 
would properly be followedin any parish with 
a big parochial school which had accommoda- 
tions tor more pupils than were sent toit. We 
provide everything free, as public senoois do, 
and believe our teachers are as competent to 
instruct as those. to be tound there. Therefore 
we naturally think that Catholic children should 
attend here. Of course in many parochial 
schools thereis an overcrowding, and the ex- 
cess must go elsewhere. Here, however, there 
is room enough for all. 

“Now, then. Our parochial schoo] and our 
Sunday school are the same, in a measure. The 
Sunday school is merely a session of the pa- 
rochial school, in that the religious inatruction 
given there is simply a continuation of that 
given in the day school. In fact, it is a seventh- 
day session of the day school, devoted entirely 
to religious instruction. The result is that 
when children who do not attend the parochial 
scobool come to the Sunday school they are a ais- 
turbing element, tending to demoralize the 
classes, 48 in religious matters they are com- 
paratively ignorant and unable to keep up with 
our regular scholars. Now, what can we do? 
Must we hold back the great majority for their 
sake? The brothers and sisters in eheses have 
not the time to hear special lessons, as they are 
here from 9 A. M. to 3 P. M, every day and from 
9 A. M. to 11 A. M. on Sundays.” 

** Then, although these are children of Catholic 
parents, and desire instruction in the faith, 
you refuse it because they have not religious 
knowledge enough to keep pace with your 
parochial schoo! scholars ?” 

‘* So far as our Sunday schon is céncerned we 
do. If parents want their children educated in 
the doctrines of the Churoh they should send 
them to our school; butif they prefer the pub- 

le schools they must take the consequences. 
Understand, however, that by keeping public 
school children out of my Sunday school I am 
not denying them seiniogs instruction. They 
are as much @ part of my flock as ever. They 
can receive instruction at the masses, at ves- 
pers, and at my October sermons to children in 
the rosary. 

** Mixed marriages are largely responsible. for 
the fact that all Catholic parents do not send 
their children to us. The father may be a Prot- 
estant and want to have his children educated 
where it does not have to listen to prayers and 
the dovtrines of the Catholic Church. The 
mother who bas baptized her child in the faith 
desires it tolearn the catechigm. In spite of her, 
the husband too often prevails. One of these 
mothers came to me and gaid: ‘Father, I 
can’tinduce me man to sind the childer to th’ 
school. He sez that all the childer learn there 
is to pray and bless themselves without getting 
any rale eddicashun.’ I[ tried to impress 
upon her that to know how to pray 
and bless themselves Was an important 
thing in times of temptation, and asked her 
how much ‘eddicashun’ her man had that he 
shoulda pass on the merits of the parochial 
school. She replied: ‘Divila bit.’ No, I would 
not be willing to say that in such cases as this 
one it is a sentiment akin to patriotism that 
causes & man to support the puplic schools 
against church schools. 

The children put out of Sunday school by this 
edict attend Grammar Schools No, 12 and No. 
14. Michael Fitzgeraid, the father of one of 
them, expressed in a nutshell the views of all the 
parents when he said: ‘“{ send and will con- 
tinue to send my children to the public schools, 
because J believe in them and ih their system 
of teaching. Ihave no objection to the paro- 
chial school, but I have a right to my own pret- 
ences. 





DISASTERS AT SEA, 
Datnovusin, N. B., Oct. 8.—The British bark 
Petitcodiac, Oapt. Steeves, from Fiestwood 
Aug. 30, has arrived here with Capt. Liswell 
and eleven of the crew of the British ship 
Minnie Swift, from Greenock Sept. 7, for Mira- 


miobi, which was sunk in collision with the 
French steamer Geographique near St. Pierre- 
Miqwelon, The bark also brought six cattle- 
ner who Were on the steamer, which also sank, 
and nine men belonging to the British bark 
Zujette, from Quebeo Atig. 12, for Sunderland, 
which was abandoned Sept. 11 ina water-lozged 
condition, and whose creW were rescued by the 
Minnie Swift. 

Four men, thé stewardess, and Miss Masters, 
@ passenger on the Minnie Swift, were drowned, 
and one man is missing. Capt. Thompson, two 
boys, and two men belonging to the Zulette 
were drowned, and one man is missing. 

The persons belonging to the Zulette lost their 
lives at the time of the collision between the 
Minnie Swift and the Geographique

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FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES.

The British are having bad luck with some of 
their new ships, The new cruiser Archer, only 
five months out from England, is reported to 
ve guite a lame duck, She arrived in Loando 
not long ago, with about two hundred of her 
boiler tubes leaking, some of them being split. 


Some of the rivets had to be taken out and new 
ones put in their places, Her distillers, used 
for making drinking water, had also given out, 
and the cruiser was in euch a deplorable condi- 
tion when she arrived in Loando that she 
could not have proceeded much further under 
steam, Itig stated that the Brisk’s and Pheas- 
ant’s distillers are in an equally bad condition. 
The Archer class, it is contended, ate not 
good sea boats. It is reported that in going 
to the Cape from 8t. Helena, some time ago, 
the Brisk met with strong head winds and sea; 
her speed had to be reduced to five knots, as 
the ship was simply being buried in water for- 
ward. The forecastie on this occasion bent down 
three or four inches with the weight of water on 
it. On anotaer occasion the Brisk was steam- 
ing before wu — wind and was taking in so 
much water on the poop that she had to be 
turned round and steamed against the wind and 
sea for thirty hours until the weather moderat- 
ed, Both the Brisk and Archer have been both- 
ered so with barnacles as to have their speed 
lessened by two knots. The orders of the Ad-, 
miralty are that these shi dock every six 
months, but they find themselves unable to do 
so oftener than once in every eight or ten 
months. As aresult. both propeller shafts and 
hull are badly corroded, 


A considerable number of British naval of- 
ficers are agitating for “promotion by selec- 
tien.” On this point the Uniied Services Gazetle 


says: ‘‘We admit that the present system of 
promotion by seniority does not always secure 
the best men, but it should be remembered that 
the ‘selection’ rule would open the door for 
that favoritism which is now so openly com- 
plained of by Commanders and Lieutenants. On 
the Whole we do not think that ‘my lords’ 
could improve on the existing practice.’ It 
seems that the British. ofiicers doing duty on 
the African €oast are especially complaining 
against promotion by selection at all. These 
officers have of late been performing most 
arduous duty, and it was expected—and not 
unnaturally—tbat the Whitehall people would 
have seen fit to specially resognize their appre- 
ciation of thé same by a few promotions. On 
the contrary, not a single promotion was made. 
The Germans have gone to the very opposite 
extreme, actually decorating some of the otti- 
cers engaged on the African coast and givin 
to others large sums of money in the shape o 
extra pay. 

This has been a momentous year in the annals 
of the British Navy, both positively and rela- 
tively. The loss of the Lily occasions this re- 


mark., One iron-clad, the Sultan, has beep lost, 
with but fair prospect of restoring her to the 
fleet; and there has been recorded the very nar- 
row escapes of the Calliope and Dart, besides 
quite a crop of minor casualties. There appears 
to be no great surprise felt in British naval 
circles at the loss of the Lily, for it 1s held that 
the constant dangers which British cruisers 
protecting the North American fisheries run 
must be expected from time to time to culminate 
in disaster. Those who know the spot believe the 
ship must have been feeling her way in thick 
weather when she met the rock, and that the 
strong current running must have dashed her 
violently on it. The Lily’s station is claimed to 
be the dirtiest coast on the North American or 
any other naval station. Continual fog makes 
navigation a matter of dead reckoning. 


The new British gunboat Sparrow, built for 
the Admiralty by Messra. Scott & Co. of 
Greenock, has been successfully launched. The 


Sparrow is a composite vessel with steel fram- 
ing and two thicknesses of teak planking. Her 
length between perpendiculars is 165 feet; 
extreme breadth, 31 feet; draught of water 
forward, 10 feet 3 inches, and ait, 13 feet; free- 
board, 4 feet 3 inches, and tonnage, 805 tons, 
The machinery will consist of triple expan- 
sion engines of a horizontal type, capable of 
developing 1,200-horse power when working at 
full power. Her armament consists of six 
four-inch guns, two quick-tiring guns, and tour 
Nordenfelts. She was designed by Mr. W. H. 
White, Chief Naval Constructor to the Ad- 
miralty. 


The British are pushing the work on the ships 
building and to be built under the Admiralty 
programme. At Pembroke the Repulse and 


Renown, two immense battle ships of 14,000 
tons burdem bave their keel plates laid and the 
frames are belug putin position, Over fifty 
tons of steel are being worked into each vessel 
per week. At Portsmouth the large cruiser 
which is to be built on the slip from which the 
Trafalgar, and later the Vulcan, have been 
launched is fully worked outin thé rough and 
the material is being forged. This vessel will 
be the longest in the British Navy and will 
have engines of 22,000 horse power. Little 
doubt is expressed that the whole seventy ships 
will be completed within the next four years. 


It is reported jthat such serious defects have 
been developed in the 110-ton guns for the 
Sanspareil and Victoria, now under test trials, 


that it is being seriously considered whether 
another type of gun had not: better be substi- 
tuted. Each failure means a loss of $100,000, 
whereas the 67-ton gun, which is a favorite one, 
costs only about $55,000 and is much easier 
and simpler to build up. It is argued that a 
change in the armament of the above ships to 
batteries of 67-ton guns will increase their 
fighting efficiency. Of the four 110-ton guns 
for the Sanspareil and Victoria two nave failed 
at proof entirely, and one has yet to be deliv- 
ered from Lord Armstrong's works. 

British otticers have come back from the 
naval Mancuvres with a strong conviction that 
there is a prevailing excess in lightness of 
structure. Too much faith has been placed in 
the rigidity of steel, and there is not bulk 
enough of 1t nor weight enough to carry the 
extraneous weights and stand the heavy piung- 
ing unavoidable in a seaway. Some of the 
newest ships are very leaky from strain, and it 
is well known that ships of the Rodney ciass 
let the water in in streams. 

The German Admiralty reckons: upon having 
165 torpedo boats next year. The German navy 
already possesses nearly ninety such vessels, 


most of them built at Stettin, and it is intended 
to build fifteen new ones at once of seventy-five 
tonsa burden, while the rest, of various sizes, are 
to follow. Most of the German torpedo boats 
ate of twenty tons greater burden than the 
French vessels employed for that purpose, and 
can be used, if necessary, in the open sea. 

The court of inquiry which assembled at 
Chatham to investigate the circumstances at- 
tending the explosion of a shell on board of 
her Majesty’s ship Aas has concluded its in- 
vestigations. The shell which exploded weighed 
over eight hundred pounds. The court found that 
the causé of the explosion was die to a defective 
time fuse. No loss of life ocourred. The Ajax
